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INTRODUCTION 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Hospitals  Committee 
and  the  Special  Services  Sub-Committee  of  the  Education  Committee, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  work  of  the  department  which  is  reviewed  in  this  report  for  1948  on  the 
health  services  and  the  health  of  the  community  was  carried  out  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  E.  Hughes,  whose  resignation  became  effective  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  was  a  period  of  transition  when  well  established  services,  the  product  of 
years  of  solid  endeavour  and  sound  experience,  were  transferred  to  other  adminis¬ 
trative  bodies  and  fresh  legislation,  needing  the  planning  of  new  and  the  re-organ¬ 
ising  of  old  services  based  on  family  care  and  domiciliary  welfare,  came  into 
operation,  while  in  the  background  there  continued  to  function  unspectacularly 
but  no  less  efficiently  the  environmental  and  port  health  services. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  careful  planning  and  sound  developments  of  past  years 
that  this  revolution  in  the  public  health  services  should  have  been  accomplished 
with  so  little  outward  disturbance  and  without  material  inconvenience  to  the 
public  for  whom  the  services  exist.  The  most  serious  immediate  defect  emerging 
from  the  change  over  is  the  long  delay,  upwards  of  twelve  months  in  some  cases 
now  as  opposed  to  a  few  weeks  previously,  in  the  obtaining  of  spectacles  for  school 
children,  while  admission  of  the  chronic  sick  to  hospital  beds  has  been  a  problem  in 
Preston  for  some  years  past  and  the  problem  has  become  accentuated. 

Apart  from  the  new  services  that  have  to  be  shaped  and  developed  the  old 
problems  face  us  as  acutely  as  ever.  Infant  mortality  having  achieved  in  1947 
the  distressingly  high  rate  of  69  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  produced  in  1948  a 
new  low  level  for  Preston  of  39  deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  a  result  which  is  very 
gratifying  and  a  credit  to  all  those  who  labour  in  this  field,  though  in  part  the 
satisfying  resultds  due  to  factors  outside  our  control.  This  problem  of  too  high  an 
infant  mortality  remains  to  be  solved. 
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Among  the  infectious  diseases  diphtheria  has  become  more  or  less  a  rarity  and 
the  success  of  the  immunisation  campaign  is  assured.  Whooping  cough  awaits 
only  the  availability  of  a  vaccine  of  satisfactory  potency  and  the  time  of  waiting 
may  not  be  long.  Tuberculosis  control  is  a  major  epidemiological  problem 
confronting  us,  and  the  time  would  seem  opportune  for  a  detailed  study  of  the  local 
problem  in  its  preventive  aspects  and  for  the  application  in  concentrated  form  of 
those  measures  that  seem  most  likely  to  bear  fruit. 

In  the  domain  of  family  care  and  welfare  the  unification  under  one  committee 
and  in  one  department,  of  the  local  authority  services  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act  and  the  allied  services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  is  a  step  of 
fundamental  importance  and  will  provide  greater  opportunity  for  assisting  in  those 
homes  where,  as  a  result  of  sickness,  age  or  infirmity,  life  is  difficult. 

The  year  1948  has  seen  drastic  changes  in  the  form  and  content  of  local 
authority  functions,  but  there  is  much  to  be  done  both  in  the  old  that  has  been 
left  to  us  and  in  the  new  that  has  been  given  to  us,  and  high  adventure  is  there  for 
those  who  care  to  seek  it.

Miss  Wilson,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange,  has  provided 
the  following  information  : — 

‘‘  This  area  continues  to  enjoy  a  high  level  of  employment,  the 
percentage  of  unemployment  being  less  than  1.5  at  its  highest,  falling  during 
certain  periods  of  1948  to  less  than  i. 

“  The  pattern  of  unemployment  in  1948  followed  the  usual  seasonal 
trends,  the  register  falling  from  January  to  July,  with  a  rise  at  the  time  of 
the  local  annual  holiday  of  August,  followed  by  a  further  decline  to  the 
Christmas  season,  after  which  the  customary  slight  increase  took  place  in 
January. 

“  We  can  claim  some  success  in  the  manning  of  the  essential  industries, 
the  results  of  our  efforts  in  recruitment  to  cotton  and  rayon  being  especially 
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encouraging.  Among  our  chief  problems  are  the  supply  of  highly  skilled 
labour  for  foundry,  engineering,  and  aircraft  work,  the  shortage  of  these 
craftsmen  being  nation-wide  in  extent  ;  and  the  placing  in  suitable  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  250  registered  disabled  persons  on  the  Unemployed  Register. 

“  It  was  gratifying  to  know  that  a  number  of  men  who  had  been  brought 
to  this  area  for  important  jobs  in  the  national  interest  had,  after  a  considerable 
time,  been  allocated  houses. 

“  Special  efforts  are  made  to  place  both  disabled  and  non-disabled  persons 
in  work.  The  register  is  constantly  being  reviewed  and  each  applicant  is 
personally  interviewed  by  officers  trained  for  this  purpose,  to  ensure  that 
no  applicant  is  overlooked  and  everyone  suitable  is  given  an  opportunity  of 
obtaining  employment.”

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area^ 

1. — Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Home  Nursing  was  carried  out  by  the  Preston  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  until  the  5th  July,  1948,  when  the  Local  Health  Authority  assumed 
responsibility  for  Home  Nursing  as  part  of  the  services  provided  by  Local 
Health  Authorities  under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 

The  Local  Authority  acquired  from  the  voluntary  association  a  nurses’ 
home  at  Walton’s  Parade  approved  by  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District 
Nursing  as  an  associate  training  school  together  with  a  staff  consisting  of 
a  matron,  deputy  matron  and  17  district  nurses  and  the  appropriate  domestic 
staff.  Nine  auto-cycles  were  purchased  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
for  the  use  of  the  nurses.

2. — National  Health  Insurance. 

Mr.  W.  I.eyland,  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Council,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

The  number  of  insured  persons  in  the  County  Borough  of  Preston 
entitled  to  Medical  Benefit  on  the  ist  April,  1948,  was  68,364.  This  figure 
represents  an  increase  of  976  on  that  of  67,388  on  the  31st  December,  1947. 

The  mean  number  of  insured  persons  actually  on  doctors’  lists  at  the 
close  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  4th  July,  1948,  was  65,208. 

In  the  period  ist  January,  1948 — 4th  July,  1948,  157,341  prescriptions 
were  issued,  compared  with  a  total  to  271,533  for  the  whole  of  1947.  The 
average  number  of  prescriptions  for  insured  persons  during  this  period  was 
2.44.  This  compares  with  full  year  figures  of  4.17  in  1947,  4.34  in  1946, 
and  4.57  in  1945. 

The  total  drug  bill  for  ist  January — 4th  July,  1948,  was  £15,814  iis.  od., 
and  the  average  cost  per  insured  person  was  4s.  io.89d.  Other  full  year’s 
figures  are  :  1947,  7s.  2.24d.  ;  1946,  5s.  3.oid.  ;  1945,  5s.  i.37d.  ;  and  1944, 
4s.  8.4id.  The  sudden  rise  from  5s.  g.oid.  in  1946  to  7s.  2.24d.  in  1947  is 
explained  by  the  payment  of  an  additional  30%  on  the  cost  of  drugs  to  cover 
increased  prices. 


National  Health  Service. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  introduced  on  the  5th  July,  1948, 
made  benefits  available  to  the  whole  population.  Prescription  data  is  now 
available  to  the  31st  December,  1948,  and  provides  interesting  comparisons 
with  that  of  the  former  Insurance  Act. 
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The  number  of  patients  on  the  lists  of  all  doctors  in  the  area  on  the 
31st  December,  1948,  was  117,843.  The  total  drug  bill  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  new  Act  was  ^48,156  6s.  iid.,  an  average  of  2.88  prescriptions 
per  patient.  The  average  cost  per  prescription  works  out  to  2s.  7.84(1.  and 
the  average  cost  per  patient  at  8s.  3.05d. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  provides  complete  Medical  and  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Services  together  with  Maternity  Medical  Services,  Dental  Services 
and  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Services  to  the  whole  community. 

On  the  30th  June,  1949,  there  were  under  agreement  with  the  Preston 
Executive  Council  59  principal  medical  practitioners  and  3  assistant  medical 
practitioners.  Of  these  practitioners  51  had  applied  for  inclusion  in  the 
Council’s  Obstetric  List  and  had  been  accepted  for  the  provision  of  Maternity 
Services. 

At  the  same  date  there  were  34  principal  dental  practitioners  and  three 
assistant  dental  practitioners  on  the  Dental  List  of  the  Council  and  50 
pharmacists  on  the  Pharmaceutical  List,  together  with  16  suppliers  of 
surgical  appliances. 

The  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Services  are  provided  by  four  ophthalmic 
medical  practitioners  and  19  firms  of  ophthalmic  opticians  employing  a 
qualified  staff  of  29.  In  addition  the  Ophthalmic  List  includes  one  firm  of 
dispensing  opticians. 

3.  — Poor  Law  Medical  Relief. 

There  were  five  District  Medical  Officers  and  their  duties  as  laid  down 
in  the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930,  were  described  in  the  Report  for  1931. 

This  service  ceased  on  the  4th  July,  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Poor 
Law,  and  its  replacement,  so  far  as  medical  services  are  concerned,  with  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.

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5. — Ambulance  Service. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Preston  Borough  Council  and  is  operated 
from  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Argyll  Road. 

Prior  to  the  5th  July,  the  Corporation  also  provided  an  additional 
ambulance  housed  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  the  transport  of  cases  to 
and  from  that  hospital,  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  possessed  an  ambulance 
used  for  the  transport  of  certain  cases  to  and  from  that  Infirmary.  During 
the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Corporation  service  was  concentrated  at  the 
depot  at  Argyll  Road  and  from  the  5th  July  the  responsibility  for  the  trans¬ 
port  of  all  cases  to  and  from  the  Infirmary  was  assured. 

At  the  end  of  1948  the  fleet  consisted  of  six  ambulances  and  the  staff 
employed  was  one  foreman  driver,  nine  drivers,  nine  attendants  and  four 
telephonists. 

During  the  year  the  service  undertook  a  total  of  7838  journeys,  covering 
42,208  miles. 

Prior  to  the  5th  July,  the  service  covered,  in  addition  to  the  County 
Borough  of  Preston,  the  areas  of  Fulwood  U.D.C.,  Preston  R.D.C.,  Fylde 
R.D.C.,  Kirkham  U.D.C.,  Longridge  U.D.C.,  by  arrangement  with  the 
authorities  concerned. 

As  from  the  5th  July,  the  duty  of  providing  an  ambulance  service  for 
these  areas  fell  on  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  by  arrangement  with 
that  authority  it  was  agreed  to  continue  to  provide  a  service  for  certain 
districts  until  the  Lancashire  County  Council  could  make  permanent  arrange¬ 
ments.  The  districts  at  present  covered  form  part  of  No.  3  and  No.  4  Health 
Divisions  and  comprise  Fulwood,  Longridge,  Walton-le-Dale,  Dutton, 
Penwortham,  Barton,  Longton,  Whittingham,  Grimsargh,  Eccleston,  Croston, 
Hutton,  Farington,  Kirkham,  Warton,  Weeton,  Freckleton,  Clifton,  Elswick, 
Wharles,  Bamber  Bridge. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  mileage  and  runs  from  the  5th  July, 
from  which  date  the  service  was  operated  without  charge,  as  the  following 
table  shows  : —

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6. — Meals  for  Invalids  and  Infirm. 

In  March,  1948,  the  Committee  organised  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
meals  to  persons  who,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  were  handicapped 
in  the  purchase  of  foodstuffs  or  the  preparation  of  their  meals.  A  van, 
containing  special  apparatus  for  keeping  the  meals  warm,  delivers  the  meals 
to  the  homes  and  operates  on  Tuesday  to  Fridays  inclusive. 

The  scheme  commenced  with  24  persons  each  receiving  meals  on  two 
days  per  week,  a  weekly  total  of  48  meals.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  being  served  had  grown  to  approximately  130  persons  receiving 
260  meals. 

The  service  performs  a  very  useful  function  and  is  greatly  appreciated

The  local  authority  ceased  to  have  control  of  this  general  hospital  after 
the  4th  July.

The  number  of  in-patients  treated  during  the  period  was  2095.  Included 
in  the  above  figures,  6%  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Ward,  667  mothers 
being  delivered  and  50  treated  for  ante-natal  conditions.  321  male  and  354 
female  babies  were  born.  In  the  Out-patient  Department  734  expectant 
mothers  were  examined  and  given  ante-natal  treatment.  Attendances  at 
the  ante-natal  clinics  were  5,296  and  at  the  post-natal  climes  514.  There 
was  no  maternal  death. 

In  the  Out-patient  Department,  10,827  attendances  were  made,  including 
1494  casualty  cases,  117  medical,  420  surgical,  348  gynaecological,  15  dental, 
1 13  general  diseases,  224  paediatrics,  282  tuberculosis,  2504  radiological  and 
5310  physiotherapy. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

On  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on  5th  July, 
1948,  the  control  of  this  Institution  passed  from  the  Local  Authority  into 
the  hands  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  figures  given  below  therefore 
relate  only  to  the  period  January  ist  to  4th  July,  that  is,  approximately  half 
the  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  admitted  to  the 
hospital  during  this  period  was  191,  compared  with  345  in  1947  (whole  year). 

The  diseases  for  which  these  cases  were  admitted  were  Scarlet  Fever  103, 
Diphtheria  14,  Measles  7,  Erysipelas  8,  Gastro-enteritis  31,  Miscellaneous 
(Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia,  Poliomyelitis,  Meningitis,  etc.)  28. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  relatively  higher  than  in  1947, 
when  only  117  cases  were  admitted  for  the  whole  year.  The  cases,  however, 
continued  to  be  mild  in  type  and  no  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred. 

Of  the  14  cases  admitted  as  Diphtheria,  in  only  one,  from  a  county  area, 
was  the  diagnosis  subsequently  confirmed. 
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Most  of  the  others  were  cases  of  Tonsillitis. 

The  remarkably  low  incidence  of  Diphtheria  noted  in  the  preceding 
years  continues  and  bears  striking  testimony  to  the  value  of  immunisation. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Gastro-enteritis  in  infants  continues  high,  but 
this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  a  higher  percentage  of  these  cases  are 
nowadays  treated  in  hospital.  Also  some  of  the  cases  were  from  outside  the 
Borough. 

Of  the  miscellaneous  cases  there  were  five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  with 
Pneumonia,  two  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  and  two  of  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  seven  deaths,  excluding  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  during 
this  period — one  Diphtheria,  one  Erysipelas,  and  five  Gastro-enteritis.

Report  of  Dr.  D.  K.  Bradley,  Venereal  Diseases  Officer. 

Compared  with  1947  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Venereal  Disease,  a  decrease  which  is  not  confined  to  Preston  but  is  one 
which  has  been  generally  noticed  throughout  the  country. 

As  I  mentioned  last  year,  one  of  the  causes  of  this  fall  is  probably  the 
efficiency  of  the  new  methods  of  treatment,  in  particular.  Penicillin.  An 
even  more  potent  factor,  however,  is  probably  the  economic  one,  as  between 
70  and  90  per  cent,  of  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  in  men  were  contracted  while 
under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  There  is  probably  much  less  money  available 
now  for  free  spending  and  this  has  had  its  effect.  It  is  significant  that  the 
heavy  transport  drivers  as  a  class  have  not  been  affected  by  this  decline  and 
this  again  supports  the  view  that  the  economic  factor  is  the  main  cause.

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Tuberculosis^ 

Report  of  Dr.  W.  Griffel. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1948,  all 
aspects  of  this  disease  in  all  its  manifestations  were  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  on  this  as  on  previous  occasions,  that  the  County 
Borough  of  Preston  has  not  only  fulfilled  the  obligations  resulting  from  this 
responsibility,  but  that  it  possessed  a  tuberculosis  service  worthy  of  its  name.  The 
priority  given  to  the  re-housing  of  families  in  which  an  active  case  of  tuberculosis 
was  discovered,  the  follow-up  of  known  cases  based  on  up-to-date  home  visiting 
by  health  visitors,  the  rehabilitation  of  patients  fit  for  work,  the  provision  of 
institutional  accommodation  offering  almost  immediate  admission  for  patients 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  assets  achieved  only  after  continuous 
strife  and  effort. 

The  compactness  and  size  of  the  area  made  it  possible  for  every  patient  to  be 
seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  either  at  the  Clinic  or  at  his  home,  and  the  great 
majority  of  these  patients  were  also  under  his  care  and  treatment  at  the  County 
Borough  Sanatorium  in  Preston  or  in  the  chest  wards  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
warranting  this  continuity  of  care-treatment  and  after-care  which  must  be 
maintained  and  not  disrupted  by  the  new  set-up  of  the  service  which  is  now  taking 
place. 

It  seems  that  the  new  service  to  be  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
is  thinking  too  much  in  terms  of  diagnosis  and  hospital  treatment  of  established 
disease,  and  as  a  result  of  it  a  limited  amount  of  time  is  now  left  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  (to  be  called  now  Chest  Physician)  for  his  duties  in  connection  with  the 
prevention  of  disease.  Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
Local  Health  Authorities  have  very  wide  powers  in  this  respect,  powers  possibly 
of  more  importance  in  the  ultimate  eradication  of  this  disease  than  those  given  to, 
and  being  primarily  the  concern  of,  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

It  is  therefore  important  that  those  who  advise  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
areas  on  their  staffing  should  do  so  in  consultation  with  the  Local  Health 
Authorities  concerned,  so  that  staffs  may  be  provided  who  are  adequate  in  numbers 
and  experienced  in  preventive  work.

Notifications. 

During  1948,  127  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  an  increase  when 
compared  with  the  120  cases  notified  in  1947.  The  figure  gives  the  notifica¬ 
tion  rate  of  1.07  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  figure  for  the  previous  year 
being  1.05. 

Of  the  127  cases  notified,  104  were  suffering  from  the  pulmonary,  and  23 
from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  giving  rates  of  .86  and  .19 
respectively  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Table  T.B.i  gives  particulars  of  the 
notifications  as  to  age  and  sex. 


Mortality. 

There  were  76  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  referable  to  the 
Borough.  66  of  these  cases  were  due  to  pulmonary,  and  10  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  proportion  of  persons  dying  from  non-pulmonary  form  is 
higher  in  this  year  than  in  the  previous  year.  These  figures  give  a  death 
rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  of  .63  per  1,000  of  the  population,  an 
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increase  against  .56  per  1,000  of  the  population  dying  in  the  previous  year. 
The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  1948  is  .55  per  1,000  of  the 
population  and  the  death  rate  from  non-pulmonary  forms  of  the  disease  is 
.08  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

This  is  now,  as  before,  the  centre  from  which  the  preventive,  diagnostic, 
care  and  after-care  activities  are  carried  out.  Whereas  in  the  previous  years 
the  home  visiting  was  mainly  carried  out  by  the  two  tuberculosis  health  visitors 
a  scheme  is  in  operation  by  which  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  health  visitors 
are  engaged  on  home  visiting  in  their  districts  and  two-monthly  reports  are 
received  from  them  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  975  re-visits  of  old  patients 
were  carried  out  and  78  visits  to  homes  of  new  patients  were  paid. 
Suggestions  contained  in  the  health  visitors’  reports  are  noted  and  action,  if 
necessary,  taken  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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During  the  year,  569  cases  were  referred  to  the  dispensary  for  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  of  these  137  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  114 
of  them  suffered  from  pulmonary  and  23  from  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
tuberculosis.

In  cases  suffering  from  other  chest  diseases  (bronchiectasis,  dust  diseases, 
tumours  and  cardiac  diseases)  appropriate  treatment  was  arranged  for  in 
consultation  with  the  practitioners  concerned.

204  Contact  cases  were  examined,  the  number  being  greater  than  in  the 
previous  year  mostly  owing  to  the  better  follow  up  due  to  a  large  extent  to 
the  interest  taken  in  this  part  of  the  work  by  the  general  practitioners,  school 
medical  officers  and  health  visitors. 

Table  T.B. 5  shows  the  preliminary  classification.  We  still  hope  that 
additional  staff  will  become  available  to  enable  us  to  examine  all  contact 
cases  at  special  sessions.  26  families  in  which  a  case  of  tuberculosis  occurred 
were  re-housed  during  the  report  year,  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Housing 
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Committee  for  its  co-operation  and  help.  As  in  previous  years  the  usual 
report,  clinical,  radiological  and  bacteriological,  is  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Pensions  in  respect  of  cases  referred  by  their  Boards  to  the  dispensary  ; 
during  1948,  46  men  and  women  were  examined  in  this  connection. 

Out-patients  pneumothorax  and  pneumoperitoneum  clinics  are  conducted 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  During  the 
report  year,  24  patients  have  attended  the  clinic  and  517  refills  were  given. 
At  the  Hospital  all  radiological  investigations  are  carried  out  and  1,685  of 
them  were  performed  during  1948  (1,600  in  1947  ;  1,500  in  1946). 

Mr.  Ronald  Edwards,  F.R.C.S.,  the  Consultant  Thoracic  Surgeon  has  at 
the  Thoracic  Surgery  Clinic  conducted  at  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  seen  in 
consultation  with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  60  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  and  other  chest  diseases  during  1948.  Further  treatment  or, 
if  necessary,  investigations  were  carried  out  either  at  the  Broadgreen  Hospital 
or  the  Fazakerley  Sanatorium,  Liverpool.  Some  cases  were  also  sent  for 
investigation  and  treatment  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  and  to  the 
Baguley  Sanatorium. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  dispensary  the  necessary  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  histological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  laboratory  of  the 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary  ;  428  such  examinations  were  carried  out  during 
the  report  year. 

The  support  and  interest  of  the  Preston  Disablement  Rehabilitation 
Officers  enabled  us  to  place  in  employment  40  persons  disabled  either  by 
tuberculosis  or  other  chest  complaints.  The  following  table  sets  out  the 
type  of  training  and  employment  and  the  numbers  of  persons  placed  in  each 
category.

Institutional  Treatment. 

The  figures  relating  to  the  patients’  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths 
refer  to  the  period  down  to  the  4th  July  inclusive  only.  All  other  figures  are 
given  up  to  the  end  of  1948. 


A.  CHEST  WARDS,  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL,  DEEPDALE. 

These  wards  opened  in  1947  and  offering  accommodation  for  34  patients 
have  proved  to  be  a  most  useful  addition  to  the  institutional  accommodation. 

22  male  and  23  female  patients  were  admitted  during  the  report  year  to 
the  tuberculosis  wards  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Table  6  gives  details  of 
deaths,  discharges  and  transfers. 

Summary  of  Collapse  Therapy  performed  during  the  year : 

(a)  Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

II  successful  inductions  were  performed  (i  of  them  bilateral)  and  refills 
maintained,  168  of  which  were  performed.  5  inductions  were  unsuccess¬ 
fully  attempted. 

(b)  Thoracoscopy  and  Division  of  Adhesions. 

In  7  cases  these  operations  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  R.  Edwards  at  the 
Fazakerley  Sanatorium  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
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Dr.  Thomas.  All  these  cases  were,  after  the  operation,  transferred  from 
Fazakerley  Sanatorium  to  our  Chestnuts  Sanatorium  where  X-ray  and  other 
facilities  are  available. 

(c)  Pneumoperitoneum. 

In  I  case  a  pneumoperitoneum  was  induced  and  maintained. 

(d)  Phrenic  Nerve  Divisions. 

In  7  cases  division  of  the  phrenic  nerve  was  carried  out  by  the  Consulting 
Surgeon  of  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  Mr.  E.  Sykes,  F.R.C.S. 

21  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  transferred  either  to  our 
Chestnuts  Sanatorium  or  to  other  sanatoria  after  the  appropriate  treatment 
has  been  commenced. 

In  2  cases  of  pregnancy  in  women  suffering  from  tuberculosis  referred  to 
us  by  Mr.  Tod,  the  Consultant  Gynaecologist,  admissions  were  secured  to  these 
wards  prior  to  delivery. 


B.  CHESTNUTS  SANATORIUM. 

12  male  and  I2  female  patients  were  admitted  during  the  period  from 
1st  January,  1948  to  5th  July,  1948. 

Table  T.B.7  gives  details  of  admissions,  deaths  and  discharges. 

Summary  of  Collapse  Therapy. 

(a)  Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

12  successful  inductions  were  performed  and  refills  maintained,  526 
of  which  were  performed. 

Four  inductions  were  unsuccessfully  attempted. 

(b)  Thoracoscopy  and  Division  of  Adhesions. 

As  in  the  case  of  patients  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  these  operations 
were  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  Dr.  Thomas,  Medical  Superintendent 
at  the  Fazakerley  Sanatorium,  and  the  patients  were,  shortly  after  the 
operation,  returned  to  the  Chestnuts  Sanatorium.  In  3  cases  a  thoracoscopy 
only  has  been  performed  as  the  adhesions  proved  to  be  indivisible  ;  in  ii 
other  cases  thoracoscopy  and  division  of  adhesions  has  been  performed. 

(c)  Phrenic  Nerve  Divisions. 

This  operation  was  performed  by  Mr.  Sykes  at  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital 
on  8  patients  of  the  Sanatorium  ;  three  other  patients  were  admitted  for  short 
periods  only  after  the  operation,  and  did  not  remain  in  the  Sanatorium.

[d)  Thoracoplasty. 

In  one  case  this  operation  has  been  performed  by  Mr.  Graham  Bryce, 
at  the  Baguley  Sanatorium  by  arrangement  with  Dr.  Trayer,  Medical 
Superintendent. 

Dental  treatment  for  the  patients  in  the  chest  wards  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  and  the  Chestnuts  Sanatorium  has  been  provided  for,  and  Mr.  Byrom, 
the  Senior  Dental  Officer  of  the  Corporation,  has  been  responsible  for  this 
most  welcome  service.

Vaccination. 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  two  Public  Vaccinators  until  the  coming 

into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 

The  work  is  now  carried  out  by  medical  practitioners  who  have  under¬ 
taken  to  provide  services  under  Section  IV  (General  Medical  Services,  etc.) 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Vaccination,  under  the  new  Act,  is  entirely  voluntary  and  this  factor 
is  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  vaccinations,  as  shown  by  the  following 
returns  for  the  period  from  5th  July — 31st  December,  inclusive.

2. — Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

13  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year,  12  from  the 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  one  by  a  private  practitioner.  All  the  cases 
recovered  satisfactorily. 


3. — Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Seven  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  by  private  practi¬ 
tioners.  One  case  was  notified  from  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Three  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

No  case  of  pemphigus  neonatorum  was  reported  during  the  year. 


4.— Still-births. 

62  stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year,  15  occurring  at  the  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary,  26  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  4  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital, 
and  17  in  the  practice  of  midwives. 


5. — Inspection  of  Midwives. 

23  midwives,  including  ii  municipal  midwives,  gave  notice  on  January 
1st  of  their  intention  to  practice  in  the  Borough. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  25  midwives  practising  in  the  Borough. 
These  comprised  10  municipal  midwives,  4  in  private  practice,  7  at  the  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary,  2  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  and  2  in  Private  Maternity 
Homes. 

The  number  of  deliveries  performed  by  municipal  midwives  was  547, 
and  by  those  in  private  practice  31. 

Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  accordance  with  Rule  E(i2)  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  in  138  instances.  (73  prior  to  the  5th  July,  and 
65  after  this  date,  when  there  was  no  charge  made  to  the  patient). 

In  respect  of  the  calls  prior  to  the  5th  July,  32  applications  for  financial 
assistance  were  considered  by  the  Domiciliary  Services  Sub-Committee, 
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In  two  instances  the  whole  cost  was  granted  ;  in  one  instance  part  cost  was 
granted  ;  while  in  29  cases  no  assistance  was  given.  The  cost  of  this  service 
to  the  Council  was  £4  5s.  od. 

A  Home  Help  Service  was  granted  free  of  charge  to  three  mothers  during 
the  year.  The  full  cost  was  charged  in  all  three  cases. 

33  women  applied  for  assistance  in  the  payment  for  the  services  of  a 
municipal  midwife.  In  16  instances  the  whole  cost  was  granted,  in  six 
instances  part  cost  was  granted,  while  no  assistance  was  given  to  the  remainder. 
The  cost  of  this  assistance  was  £42. 


6. — Inspection  of  Nursing  Homes. 

There  were  three  registered  nursing  homes  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Four 
inspections  were  made. 


7.— Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  eight  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  a  total  of  13  sessions  a  week 
are  held. 

The  combined  attendances  for  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres  was  36,202 
(40,101  in  1947),  a  decrease  of  3,899.  1,662  (74  per  cent,  of  the  notified 
live  births)  attended  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  least  once. 


Sale  of  Dried  Milk,  etc.,  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  value  of  goods  sold  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  was  £3,344  (£5,251 
in  1947).  The  supply  of  free  dried  milk  and  drugs  cost  the  Council  £240. 


8. — Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics. 

There  are  five  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  held  weekly,  two  at 
North  Road  and  one  each  at  Cuttle  Street,  St.  Mary  Magdalene  and  Barlow 
Street.

11.— Dental  Treatment. 

Report  of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer. 

In  February  of  this  year  a  comprehensive  dental  scheme  was  made 
available  to  patients  attending  the  dental  centres  and  all  types  of  usual 
treatment  are  offered,  including  the  extraction  of  teeth,  conservative  work 
and  the  provision  of  dentures  by  the  Authority’s  staff.  X-Ray  facilities  are 
provided  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  As  these  facilities  existed  before  5th 
July  there  is  not  a  material  statistical  difference  following  the  “  appointed 
day  ”  when  these  patients  became  a  priority  class. 

The  mobile  dental  units  are  not  used  for  this  work,  which  is  done  at  the 
dental  clinics  at  North  Road  and  Cuttle  Street.  Incorporated  in  the  refer¬ 
ence  from  the  Medical  Clinic  is  now  a  certificate  as  to  the  advisability  of  a 
general  anaesthetic,  information  on  the  general  condition  of  the  patient, 
and  in  ante-natal  cases,  the  expected  date  of  confinement. 

Chairside  advice  and  instruction  on  oral  hygiene  is  given  but  the  antipathy 
to  conservative  work  and  the  neglect  of  the  natural  dentition  persists,  and  will 
probably  do  so  until  the  educational  side  of  a  properly  staffed  school  dental 
service  makes  itself  manifest  in  the  next  generation. 

No  special  clinical  research  has  been  undertaken. 

The  statistical  return  as  follows. 
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12. — Infant  Life  Protection. 

There  were  ii  boarded-out  children  under  observation  at  the  end  of 
1948.  The  Health  Visitors,  who  are  Infant  Life  Protection  Officers,  paid 
visits  to  these  children. 


13. — Care  of  Illegitimate  Children  (Circular  2866). 

Under  this  scheme,  the  Council  accepted  financial  responsibility  for  three 
cases  admitted  to  the  Brettargh  Holt  Maternity  Home  at  Kendal,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Lancaster  Diocesan  Rescue  and  Protection  Council,  and  for 
one  case  admitted  to  the  Lancaster  Home  of  the  Preston  and  District  Moral 
Welfare  Society. 


14. — Care  of  Premature  Infants.  (Circular  174/44.) 

169  Preston  babies  were  born  prematurely  in  1948  (i.e.,  their  birth-weight 
was  lbs.  or  less).  24  were  born  in  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  20  at  St. 
Joseph’s  Hospital,  98  in  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  26  in  the  practice  of  midwives, 
and  one  in  a  private  maternity  home.  Special  cards  are  issued  to  the  Health 
Visitors  in  these  cases,  so  that  these  infants  can  receive  special  attention. 

In  August  a  Premature  Baby  Nursing  Service  was  commenced,  a  specially 
trained  nurse  being  employed  to  nurse  premature  babies  born  at  home. 
During  the  period  from  August  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  nurse  undertook 
the  nursing  of  10  premature  babies. 


15.— Voluntary  Workers. 

Voluntary  workers  continue  to  give  valuable  assistance  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  This  includes  the  distribution 
of  fruit  juices  and  cod-liver  oil  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 


16. — Maternity  Institutions. 

There  are  124  beds  for  maternity  cases,  51  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital, 
50  at  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  23  at  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Mount  Street. 
79  applications  for  assistance  in  the  payment  for  a  bed  in  Sharoe  Green 
Hospital  were  considered  by  the  Domiciliary  Services  Sub-Committee.  In 
44  instances  the  whole  cost  was  granted,  in  seven  instances  part  cost  was 
granted,  while  the  remaining  28  were  not  allowed. 

12  women  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary,  as  cases  of  special  difficulty.  Of  these,  five  applied  for  financial 
assistance,  but  no  assistance  was  granted. 

50  women  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary,  for  ante-natal  treatment,  17  of  these  women  applied  for  financial 
assistance,  but  no  assistance  was  granted. 
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Note. — The  applications  for  assistance  relate  to  services  provided  before 
5th  July,  1948.  Confinements  after  this  date  were  covered  by  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  were  not  charged  out  to  the  patient. 

17. — Work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses. 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  paid  597  visits  to  expectant  mothers. 
They  visited  2,184  new-born  infants  and  paid  16,417  visits  to  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  five.  They  visited  640  cases  of  infection  and  made  844 
special  visits.  In  all,  they  paid  29,959  visits. 

Training  of  Health  Visitors.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
adopted  a  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors  as  a  means  of  overcoming 
the  shortage.  The  scheme  provides  for  students  to  be  paid  a  training  grant  of 
not  more  than  £100  for  training  expenses  plus  a  £12  book  allowance.  In 
return  the  student  promises,  if  successful  in  obtaining  the  Health  Visitors' 
Certificate,  to  remain  with  the  Authority  for  a  minimum  of  two  years.  The 
first  student  commenced  training  at  the  Bolton  Technical  College  in  January, 
1949. 

18. — Tonsillectomy. 

94  children  under  5  years  of  age  received  treatment  at  Sharoe  Green 
Hospital  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

19. — Domestic  Helps. 

The  Domestic  Help  and  Home  Help  Services  were  merged  on  the  5th 
July  under  the  control  of  a  full-time  Domestic  Help  Supervisor.  As  will  be 
seen  from  the  monthly  figures  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  demand 
for  the  services  of  domestic  helps,  in  particular  from  mothers  who  were  being 
confined  at  home.  In  these  latter  cases  the  service  has  enabled  the  home 
routine  to  be  continued  with  a  minimum  of  interference.

The  number  of  Domestic  Helps  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  37. 
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20.— Day  Nurseries. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  Day  Nurseries,  each  of  40  places, 
giving  a  total  capacity  of  200  per  day,  providing  accommodation  for  children 
in  the  0-3  age  groups.  An  arrangement  exists  with  the  Education  Authority 
whereby  children  on  attaining  the  age  of  3  years  are  transferred  to  the 
Education  Nursery  Schools. 

The  average  daily  attendance  during  the  year  was  15 1. 

During  the  year  10  Nursery  Students  obtained  the  Certificate  of  the 
National  Nursery  Nurses  Examination  Board  and  there  was  an  average  of 
27  students  in  training  throughout  the  year. 

Building  has  been  started  on  the  Hartington  Road  Nursery  where 
accommodation  will  be  provided  for  48  children.  Plans  have  been  approved 
for  the  extension  of  Isherwood  Street  Nursery  to  provide  accommodation  for  a 
further  15  children.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area^ 


1  .—Water. 


As  previously  reported  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Oakes,  M.Inst.C.E.,  M.Inst.W.E., 
Water  Engineer  : 

Preston  water  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering  grounds,  chiefly 
moorland,  in  the  Forest  of  Rowland,  and  on  the  southern  side  of  Longridge 
Fell.  There  are  two  intake  works  in  each  of  these  two  areas,  the  largest 
being  that  at  Langden,  near  Dunsop  Bridge.  The  Rowland  Estate,  with  an 
area  of  6,775  acres,  is  drained  by  the  Langden  and  Hareden  streams,  and 
the  water  is  soft  and  well  suited  for  all  domestic  and  industrial  purposes. 


The  whole  of  the  foregoing  supplies  converge  upon  the  four  large 
storage  reservoirs  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Longridge,  and,  after  decanting 
through  these  reservoirs,  the  water  passes  on  to  Grimsargh,  where  it  is  strained 
through  fine-mesh  copper  cloth,  which  removes  the  coarser  materials  in 
suspension  before  entering  the  mains  to  Preston.” 


The  Water  Engineer  has  supplied  the  following  additional  information 
with  regard  to  1948. 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  Statutory  Area  has  been  entirely  satisfactory 
during  the  year. 

{h)  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  are  made  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment’s  Laboratory  weekly  throughout  the  year,  including  both  the  raw  and 
the  treated  water.  The  number  of  examinations  averages  some  300  per 
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annum,  together  with  periodical  analyses  which  also  have  shown  satisfactory 
results.  Copy  of  the  last  chemical  analysis  taken  is  appended  below  : —

(c)  The  water  has  only  occasionally  an  extremely  slight  plumbo-solvent 
action  :  so  slight  as  to  be  negligible  from  the  point  of  view  of  prejudice  to 
the  supply. 

(d)  No  contamination  of  a  character  likely  to  be  dangerous  has  occurred 
during  the  year. 


(e)  There  are  approximately  34,572  domestic  supplies  in  the  Borough 
connected  to  the  Corporation  mains.  All  are  connected  directly  to  the 
dwelling-houses  (including  shops  with  living  accommodation)  serving  a 
population  of  118,130. 

There  are  no  stand-pipes. 

In  addition  to  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  the 
town’s  water  carried  out  by  the  Waterworks  Department,  the  Sampling 
Officer  also  took  live  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
two  samples  of  water  for  chemical  analysis.  All  these  samples  were  reported 
upon  as  being  satisfactory. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  following  report 
on  the  work  of  the  sanitary  staff  during  the  year. 

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

During  the  year  no  complaint  of  alleged  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
was  received  and  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  any  sample  or  to 
carry  out  any  investigation. 
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3. — Closet  Accommodation. 

Efforts  have  again  been  directed  towards  the  abolition  of  waste-water 
closets,  of  which  there  still  remain  a  number  in  some  parts  of  the  town.  In 
this  connection  paragraph  3  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
has  been  invaluable  ;  owners  having  given  written  consent  for  the  local 
authority  to  carry  out  such  conversions  and  agreeing  to  pay  their  share  of 
the  cost  under  this  sub-section  of  the  Act.  In  several  instances  owners  have 
made  formal  requests  for  assistance  in  conversions  as  is  allowed  in  paragraph  5 
of  the  same  section.  Each  such  request  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  Health 
Committee  on  behalf  of  the  local  authority.  In  all,  18  waste-water  closets 
have  been  converted  during  the  year. 

Eour  privy  middens  or  pail  closets  remain.  These  are  all  situated  in  a 
rural  area  inaccessible  to  the  town’s  sewers  and  main  drainage  system.  The 
difficulty  preventing  the  introduction  of  water  closets  discharging  to  septic 
tanks  is  lack  of  piped  water  supplies  to  the  properties  concerned. 


4. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

(a)  Dwelling-Houses. 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year’s  figures  there  is  a  drop  in  the 
number  of  visits  and  re-visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  but  this 
should  not  be  taken  as  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  work  carried  out.  Eirstly, 
the  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  department  was  considerably  less 
than  the  number  received  for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  houses 
visited  on  complaint  was  2105  as  compared  with  3006  in  1947  and  this  itself 
will  decrease  considerably  the  total  figures  for  both  visits  and  re-visits  ; 
complaints  being  the  main  source  from  which  all  visits  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  originate.  A  further  contributory  cause  of  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  visits  has  been  the  frequent  changes  of  staff,  which  resulted  in  the 
inspectoral  staff  being  below  strength  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  year.  The 
drop  in  the  number  of  visits  can  be  offset  by  the  fact  that  more  premises  have 
been  dealt  with. 

The  year  1948  saw  a  tightening  up  on  the  enforcement  of  sanitary  notices. 
It  was  felt  that  since  building  materials  were  becoming  more  readily  obtain¬ 
able  little  excuse  could  be  accepted  in  the  majority  of  cases  where  owners  failed 
to  comply  with  informal  sanitary  notices.  To  give  a  clearer  view  of  this 
new  tables  are  introduced  in  this  report  showing  the  number  of  informal 
notices  and  statutory  notices  issued  together  with  the  sections  of  the  Acts 
under  which  the  statutory  notices  were  served.  These  figures  reveal  that  49 
more  statutory  notices  were  served  than  in  the  previous  year.  Under  the 
Housing  Act  the  figures  of  notices  are  itemised  to  show  that  whilst  in  1947 
only  seven  premises  were  dealt  with,  under  Sections  ii  and  12,  there  were 
35  premises  dealt  with  during  the  year  under  review.  Demolition  orders 
and  closing  orders  accounted  for  16  of  these  premises,  undertakings  being 
accepted  for  the  remainder.  The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Factories 
Act,  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Shops  Acts  are  given  later  in  this  report.

Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding,  witb  all  its  associated  evils,  continues  to  be  an  acute 
problem  and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  investigated  under 
this  heading.  The  figures  quoted  are  no  guide  to  the  true  situation  in  the 
town,  as  they  represent  only  the  cases  officially  brought  to  our  notice. 

The  number  61,  given  as  families  re-housed,  should  not  be  compared 
with  the  complaints;  received  for  many  of  the  cases  which  have  been  re-housed 
during  the  year  were  cases  which  had  been  investigated  prior  to  the  year 
under  review  and  have  had  to  wait  until  now  for  available  houses.  It  can 
be  said  that  of  the  cases  verified  during  the  year  the  majority  will  also  have 
to  wait  before  houses  are  available. 
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Investigations  into  complaints  of  overcrowding  have  emphasised  the 
distress  in  many  homes  which  though  morally  overcrowded  are  not  so  within 
the  requirements  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Many  times,  people  with  good 
cause  for  complaint  have  to  be  turned  away  bewildered  by  the  explanation 
that  in  law  they  are  not  living  in  overcrowded  conditions.  The  whole  business 
is  distressing  to  the  staff  dealing  with  the  matter,  and  confusing  to  people 
who  are  fully  aware  of  the  circumstances  under  which  they  are  living. 

It  is  certain  that  the  present  standards  of  “  permitted  numbers  ”  are 
unsuitable  and  insufficient  for  to-day’s  requirements.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  complaints  received,  etc.,  during  the  year  in  respect  of

(b)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Forty-six  visits  and  44  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
during  the  year  to  tents,  vans  and  sheds.  The  bulk  of  these  visits  were 
concerned  with  “  casuals  ”  who  had  encamped  on  spare  land  in  various 
parts  of  the  town.  In  all  cases  these  moved  on  voluntarily  upon  request. 
The  remainder  were  mainly  vans  occupied  by  showmen  who  have  prepared 
sites  in  the  town  as  winter  quarters  ;  those  visited  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory.  One  application  for  a  licence  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  was  made  to  the  Council  and  was  refused. 

(c)  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

These  premises  have  again  been  licensed  for  six-monthty  periods  and 
have  been  visited  before  renewal  on  each  occasion  by  members  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  nine  such  premises 
registered  in  the  Borough,  including  one  for  the  accommodation  of  women, 
providing  a  total  of  251  beds.  When  these  premises  were  re-registered,  the 
number  of  beds  permitted  was  decreased  by  closure  of  rooms  considered  to 
be  unsatisfactory.  Registrations  in  respect  of  two  men’s  common  lodging- 
houses  were  cancelled  during  the  year,  the  premises  were  considered  to  be  no 
longer  fit  for  use  as  common  lodging-houses. 

In  all  95  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  these  premises, 
including  night-visits,  and  keepers  have  made  weekly  returns  to  this 
department  showing  the  numbers  of  persons  accommodated  each  week. 
The  cleanliness  of  the  premises  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  but  struc¬ 
turally  most  are  approaching  the  time  when  drastic  action  will  be  needed 
to  bring  the  houses  into  line  with  modern  standards,  whilst  inadequate 
means  of  escape  in  the  event  of  fire  are  again  emphasised. 
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(d)  Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

In  April  of  this  year  new  standards  regarding  ventilation,  sanitary 
accommodation,  and  angles  of  vision  were  adopted.  As  these  standards  will 
ultimately  call  for  structural  alterations  and  adjustments,  certificates  of 
sanitary  fitness  have  been  granted  to  cover  the  present  period  but  it  has 
been  conveyed  to  the  proprietors  of  all  such  premises  that  they  will  be 
expected  to  comply  with  the  new  standards  in  the  future. 

There  are  i8  cinemas,  4  theatres  (including  2  ‘‘  occasional  ”),  5  billiard 
halls,  and  26  dance  halls  in  the  Borough.  All  have  been  visited  regularly,  a 
total  of  87  visits  having  been  made  during  the  year.  General  cleanliness 
has  been  good  but  the  ventilation  of  certain  halls  has  been  suspect  and  it 
is  hoped  that  with  the  new  standards  it  will  be  possible  to  bring  about  an 
improvement. 

(e)  Drainage  Work. 

This  branch  of  the  work  of  the  department  has  again  accounted  for  a 
large  number  of  visits  and  re-visits,  1009  and  1172  respectively  having  been 
made  during  1948  for  the  purpose  of  testing  and  supervising  repairs,  renewals 
and  alterations  to  the  drainage  of  premises  within  the  Borough. 

Section  83  of  the  Preston  Corporation  Act,  1947  has  been  used  to 
advantage  as  an  alternative  to  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  in 
cases  where  emergency  work  has  been  required  in  connection  with  blockages. 

(f)  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  16  premises  established  as  offensive  trades  in  the  Borough.  The 
trades  established  include  fat  and  tallow  melters,  tripe  boilers,  fellmonger, 
gut  scraper,  tanner  and  leather  dresser,  soap  boilers,  rag  and  bone  dealers. 
Of  these  premises  the  majority  have  been  established  for  a  considerable 
number  of  years,  three  only  being  required  to  make  application  periodically 
for  permission  to  carry  on  an  offensive  trade.  These  applications  have  again 
been  renewed  for  a  period  of  12  months. 

The  premises  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  older  firms  are  now  of  such  age 
that  serious  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  their  reconstruction  in  the 
near  future. 

(g)  Disinfection.

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(h)  Exhumations. 

The  attendance  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector  was  required  at  two  exhumations 
carried  out  on  orders  issued  by  the  Home  Office. 

(i)  Factories. 

In  accordance  with  Section  128  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  a  report  has 
been  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Statistics.  There  were  114  visits  and 
87  re-visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  factories  during  the  year. 
There  has  throughout  the  year  been  complete  co-operation  with  H.M. 
Factories  Inspector  on  matters  of  mutual  concern.  The  following  tables  are 
a  summary  of  visits  and  work  done,  etc.,  under  the  Factories  Act.

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(j)  Outworkers. 

Under  Section  no  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
occupier  of  any  factory  employing  outworkers  to  submit  a  list  to  the  local 
authority  giving  the  names  and  addresses  of  any  such  workers  employed  in 
their  area.  This  list  should  be  submitted  in  February  and  August  of  each 
year.  No  such  list  was  submitted  to  this  authority  during  the  year  under 
review. 


(k)  Underground  Bakehouses. 

There  is  one  underground  bakehouse  in  the  Borough.  The  five  yearly 
period  of  suitability,  as  defined  in  the  Factories  Act,  expired  this  year.  The 
case  was  reviewed  and  under  the  special  circumstances  existing  the  certificate 
was  renewed.  The  premises  are  used  only  by  the  proprietor  and  his  wife, 
there  being  no  employee,  and  is  at  all  times  well  maintained. 


(I)  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  31 1  premises,  involving  477 
visits  and  389  re-visits  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  In  53  cases  the  com¬ 
plaints  were  in  respect  of  mice  infestations,  advice  being  given  to  the  tenants 
in  most  instances.  The  remainder  were  complaints  of  rat  infestations  and 
as  a  result  drainage  work  was  carried  out  at  52  premises,  17  were  remedied 
rat-proof,  in  21  cases  “  strays  ’’  were  responsible  for  complaint,  advice  was 
given  to  29  tenants  and  46  complaints  were  not  confirmed.  In  the  remaining 
cases  the  complaint  was  referred  to  the  rodent  staff  for  treatment  of  the 
premises  or  work  necessary  to  prevent  further  infestation. 

During  the  year  the  rodent  staff  of  the  department  also  carried  out 
extensive  work  treating  the  new  housing  estates  at  Ribbleton  for  rats,  which 
had  apparently  been  disturbed  from  their  harbours  by  the  demolition  of 
farms  and  buildings  and  excavation  and  site  preparation  work  in  general. 
Complaints  from  newly-housed  tenants  on  these  estates  totalled  49,  though 
in  some  cases  upon  investigation  it  was  found  necessary  to  treat  blocks  of 
houses  as  a  whole.  Methods  adopted  to  disinfest  dwellings,  workmen’s  cabins 
and  timber  piles,  etc.,  were  by  the  use  of  traps  and  poison  baiting  ;  for  land 
and  brooks  gassing  of  the  burrows  was  found  to  be  most  effective.  By  a 
thorough  survey  of  the  estates  and  systematic  treatment  the  somewhat 
diffuse  type  of  major  infestation  has  been  brought  under  control  and  within 
workable  proportions. 

During  the  year  a  10  per  cent,  test  baiting  of  sewers  within  the  Borough 
was  carried  out.  This  was  followed  up  by  a  maintenance  treatment  of  all 
sewers  found  to  be  infested  with  rats.  In  all,  poison  baits  were  laid  in  649 
manholes.  The  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  according  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

In  one  instance  land  treatment  was  carried  out  by  gaseous  fumigation. 

(m)  Stables  and  Garages. 

To  secure  compliance  with  bye-laws  relating  to  the  removal  of  manure 
and  the  proper  maintenance  of  premises,  53  visits  were  made  during  the 
year. 


(n)  Disinfestation. 

An  addition  to  this  service  was  made  during  the  year  by  the  purchase 
of  a  Bedford  van,  fitted  with  a  special  furniture  removal  van  body  designed 
by  staff  employed  in  the  department.  This  van  is  now  used  for  all  removals 
of  furniture  from  infested  houses  to  Corporation-owned  houses.  In  transit 
the  van  and  contents  pass  through  the  H.C.N.  gas  chamber  at  Argyll  Road. 
This  has  greatly  reduced  the  costs  of  this  service  to  the  public.  227  families 
were  removed  to  Corporation  houses  and  their  furniture  and  effects  treated 
at  the  disinfestation  chamber. 

Eighty  premises  were  disinfested  by  private  action. 

(0)  Shops. 

That  part  of  the  Shops  Acts  dealing  with  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop 
workers  is  administered  by  this  department.  During  the  year  visits  were 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  shops  in  the  Borough.  Food  shops  are 
dealt  with  in  a  later  part  of  this  report. 

(p)  Schools. 

Forty  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  schools  in  the 
Borough.  These  were  mainly  in  connection  with  drainage  defects.  It  is 
felt  that  the  structural  conditions,  including  drainage,  at  many  of  the  schools 
are  obsolete  and  in  need  of  considerable  reconstruction.  Fifteen  schools 
still  have  such  insanitary  fixtures  as  trough  closets. 
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(q)  Smoke  Abatement. 

The  advantages  of  the  Sections  of  the  Preston  Corporation  Act,  1947 
governing  smoke  abatement  have  been  realised,  this  being  the  first  year  in 
which  they  have  been  fully  operated.  The  principal  clause.  Section  102, 
requires  the  submission  of  plans  of  all  proposed  boilers  or  steam  raising 
installations,  and  the  local  authority  after  consultation  with  the  Ministry 
of  Fuel  and  Power,  may  reject  these  if  it  is  considered  that  the  proposed 
plant  is  not  capable  of  consuming  its  own  smoke.  Of  the  plans  dealt  with 
obvious  faults  have  been  checked  and  plant  installed  have  shown  the  merits 
to  be  gained  from  the  application  of  this  Section. 

(r)  Public  Conveniences. 

In  the  year  170  visits  have  been  made  to  public  conveniences.  These 
were  mainly  concerned  with  a  survey  into  the  general  situation  throughout 
the  town.  As  a  result  a  comprehensive  report  was  drawn  up  covering 
structural  condition,  situation  and  sufficiency.  This  report  was  submitted 
to  the  Health  Committee  and  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  other 
committees  concerned,  it  being  felt  that  in  a  number  of  cases  replacements 
and  in  other  instances  provision  of  additional  sanitary  accommodation  was 
needed.  The  matter  is  still  under  review. 

(s)  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act. 

In  connection  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  Part  2  registrations, 
80  visits  were  paid  to  premises,  mainly  small  mixed  business  shops  seeking 
registration  under  the  Act. 

One  firm  of  manufacturers  had  been  paying  the  initial  registration  fees 
for  many  of  these  small  shop  proprietors  in  return  for  their  stocking  this 
particular  firm’s  commodity.  It  is  considered  that  when  called  upon  to 
renew  the  fee,  many  of  these  shopkeepers  will  probably  cancel  their  registra¬ 
tion.  Registration  is  usually  for  authority  to  sell  certain  types  of  disinfectants 
which  are  listed  in  the  schedule  contained  in  the  Act. 

(t)  Swimming  Baths. 

The  Sampling  Officer  has  visited  the  swimming  baths  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  samples  of  the  bath  water  on  three  occasions.  It  has  been  his 
endeavour  to  take  these  samples  during,  or  just  after,  peak  periods  when  the 
water  could  be  considered  at  its  worst.  All  results  have  been  satisfactory, 
showing  that  the  treatment  of  the  water  has  been  highly  efficient. 
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Food  and  Drugs> 

1.— SAMPLING. 

The  records  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  show  an  average  normal 
year,  whilst  some  figures  are  up  on  the  previous  year  others  are  slightly  less. 

Late  in  the  year  a  full-time  Sampling  Officer  was  appointed  but  the 
appointment  was  too  late  to  have  any  material  effect  on  the  figures  quoted. 

The  total  numbers  of  samples  taken  of  all  commodities,  including  milk, 
submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  chemical  examination  was  385  of 
which  40  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  gives  a  percentage  of  10.39 
as  compared  with  6.48  for  1947  and  11.6  for  1946. 

A  total  of  176  samples  of  designated  milk  were  submitted  for  Phosphatase 
and  Methylene  Blue  tests. 

The  following  number  of  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Pathologist, 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary  : — 

406  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  examination  ; 

385  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination. 

In  addition  to  milk,  193  other  samples  of  various  commodities  were  also 
examined  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

On  the  ist  July,  1948  the  method  of  submission  of  samples  and  payment 
of  fees  for  all  examinations  made  was  amended  with  the  transfer  of  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  to  the  Laboratory  Service  of  the  National  Health 
Service. 

The  closest  co-operation  has  at  all  times  been  maintained  between  this 
department  and  the  staff  at  both  the  Borough  Analyst’s  Department  and  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Interchange  of 
information  and  mutual  assistance  has  throughout  the  year  ensured  efficient 
returns  and  prompt  action  where  needed  in  the  effort  to  protect  food  supplies 
in  the  Borough. 

1  (a).— Milk. 

A  total  of  260  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
chemical  examination.  These  are  summarised  in  a  separate  table  ;  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  are  again  shown  together  with  those  for  other  foods. 

Regular  samples  of  school  milk  supplies  have  again  been  taken  throughout 
the  year. 

With  regard  to  bulk  milk  supplies  delivered  to  dairies  in  the  Borough 
from  producers,  the  point  of  note  has  been  that  in  some  instances  there  has 
been  apparent  slackness  in  carrying  out  elementary  precautions  against 
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contamination.  Debris  such  as  straw  has  been  seen  floating  on  the  top  of 
churns  and  cooling  has  obviously  not  been  carried  out  even  in  warm  weather 
in  some  instances,  whilst  tuberculin  tested  ”  producers  have  not  always 
observed  the  terms  of  their  licence  in  that  they  have  sometimes  omitted  to 
seal  churns,  provide  their  name  and  address,  date  of  production,  etc.  This 
has  necessitated  letters  of  complaint  to  the  licensing  authority  on  several 
occasions.

The  tables  gwing  details  of  the  bacteriological  and  biological  examination 
of  milk  samples  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Veterinary  Officer. 

The  samples  of  designated  milk  which  failed  to  pass  the  Phosphatase 
test  were  all  followed  up  immediately.

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Of  the  bacteriological  examinations  the  main  has  again  been  ice-cream 
and  milk  bottle  rinse  tests.  The  former  is  discussed  later,  whilst  the  rinse 
tests  though  showing  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year  still  leave  much 
to  be  desired.  To  assist  dairymen  to  ascertain  the  results  they  are  obtaining 
with  their  bottle-washing  more  samples  of  washed  bottles  have  been  taken, 
whilst  considerable  information  has  been  collected  and  supplied  on  the 
matter  of  cleansing  equipment,  chemical  sterilizing  agents,  etc. 

1  (c)  Ice-cream. 

The  principal  aim  in  the  sampling  of  ice-cream  has  again  been  to  ensure 
a  clean  product.  There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  on  both  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  of  quality. 

Though  there  is  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year’s  figures,  the 
number  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

It  is  felt  that  a  lack  of  full  knowledge  in  the  working  of  new  equipment 
has  been  a  contributory  cause  whilst  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  further 
education  of  handlers  of  the  commodity  in  the  meaning  and  understanding 
of  a  bacteriologically  clean  article  would  go  a  long  way  towards  improving 
standards. 

I  should  like  to  pay  a  tribute,  however,  to  the  manufacturers  in  the 
town  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  way  in  which  they  have  set  about 
bringing  their  premises  into  conformity  with  modern  practice.  The  plant 
and  equipment  installed  in  the  ice-cream  manufactories  in  Preston  during 
the  past  twelve  months  has  been  extensive,  so  that  the  trade  as  a  whole  can 
compare  favourably  with  that  in  any  other  town  of  comparable  size. 

One  notable  point  in  connection  with  ice-cream  has  been  the  rapid  and 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  shops  registering  to  sell  this  commodity. 
Considerable  care  has  been  necessary  to  prevent  contamination  by  the  sale 
of  ice-cream  from  some  of  these  premises  and  in  certain  instances  registration 
has  had  to  be  refused  on  this  account. 

2.-DAIRIES  AND  MILK  RETAILERS. 

Another  branch  of  work  which  had  suffered  as  a  result  of  the  war  vears 
was  the  inspection  of  dairies  and  milk-shops.  As  a  result,  a  detailed  investi¬ 
gation  into  the  condition  and  state  of  the  dairies  and  milk-sliops  in  the  town 
was  made  during  the  year.  This  revealed  that  many  of  the  old  establishments 
fell  far  short  of  modern  requirements.  A  main  cause  for  complaint  was  that 
though  the  dairies  served  their  purpose  when  milk  was  sold  loose,  with  the 
the  change  to  bottled  milk  they  were  not  equipped  for  this  type  of  trade 
since  they  had  no  proper  facilities  for  bottle  washing,  etc. 

It  was  therefore  decided  to  re-organise  the  milk  traders  register,  giving 
all  an  opportunity  to  comply  with  the  local  authority’s  requirements.  Good 
progress  has  been  made  after  a  certain  amount  of  opposition  from  some 
quarters  and  some  have  now  carried  out  alterations  whilst  others  have  been 
persuaded  to  become  bottled  milk  sellers  only.  One  or  two  have  surrendered 
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their  registration  certificates  voluntarily  and  the  remainder  are  being  given 
reasonable  time  to  meet  amy  demands  made  upon  them.  Failure  to  comply 
with  requirements  will  necessitate  the  persons  concerned  being  called  upon 
to  show  cause  why  their  registrations  should  not  be  cancelled. 

3. -F00D  PREPARING  PREMISES. 

A  full-time  inspector  is  now  engaged  on  the  enforcement  of  Section  13 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  conditions  in  food  preparation 
premises  can  be  reported  as  gradually  improving.  Much  remains  to  be  done, 
however,  and  such  work  that  is  carried  out  is  generally  done  as  a  direct 
result  of  the  inspector’s  efforts.  The  principal  limitations  to  much  of  the 
work  required  are  the  restrictions  still  imposed  on  building  operations. 

4. — WHOLESALE  FISH  MARKET. 

Sanitary  Inspectors  made  daily  visits  to  the  wholesale  fish  market  at 
Butler  Street.  They  received  able  assistance  and  co-operation  from  the 
railway  staff  employed  there. 

One  aspect  of  the  fish  trade  which  calls  for  comment  is  the  dirty 
condition  of  the  majority  of  empty  fish  boxes  passing  through  this  market, 
both  those  returned  by  retailers  and  those  being  returned  to  the  ports.  It 
is  regretted  that  more  care  is  not  devoted  by  the  trade  in  general  to  the 
cleanliness  of  these  containers.  It  would  be  of  considerable  help  if  better 
facilities  were  to  be  made  available  at  Butler  Street  for  the  cleansing  of  these 
boxes.  The  following  amounts  of  fish,  etc.,  arrived  at  the  wholesale  fish

5. — RETAIL  MARKETS. 

Conditions  generally  have  been  satisfactory.  Warnings  have  had  to  be 
given  to  individual  stall  holders  concerning  Merchandise  Marks  offences  on 
several  occasions  and  this  action  has  had  the  intended  effect. 

Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  has  been  well  observed  by  the 
regular  stall  holders  but  some  slight  difficulty  has  from  time  to  time  been 
experienced  with  casual  traders,  particularly  market  gardeners  and  produce 
dealers  selling  their  own  grown  commodities  according  to  season  and  who 
do  not  attend  the  market  regularly. 

6. — FOOD  SURRENDERED. 

The  inspection  of  food  at  shops,  stalls,  wholesaler’s  premises  and  depots 
has  again  engaged  much  of  the  time  of  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Almost  daily  requests  are  received  for  opinions  on  the  fitness  or  otherwise 
of  all  manner  of  foodstuffs.  The  proprietors  of  these  premises  give  every 
assistance  and  are  glad  of  the  advice  which  is  always  available,  so  that  it 
has  not  been  necessary  in  any  instance  to  seize  any  of  the  foodstuffs  listed 
in  the  following  table,  all  having  been  voluntarily  surrendered.

Port  Health  District. 

The  Port  Health  District  of  Preston  extends  from  Formby  Point  on  the 
south  to  a  point  about  2,350  yards  south  of  the  Victoria  Pier,  South  Shore, 
Blackpool,  on  the  north.  The  dock,  which  is  3,200  feet  long  by  600  feet 
wide,  covers  40  acres  and  is  approached  by  the  entrance  basin,  850  feet 
long  by  300  feet  wide,  which  covers  4}  acres. 

The  communicating  locks  are  550  feet  long  and  66  feet  wide,  with  a 
depth  of  29  feet  6  inches  at  high  water  ordinary  spring  tide.  The  docks 
are  situated  in  the  Borough,  and  are  about  16  miles  up  the  River  Ribble 
from  deep  water  at  the  bar. 

The  quays  are  miles  long.  There  are  170  acres  of  storage  ground 
and  37,489  superficial  yards  of  covered  floor  space. 

The  dock  is  equipped  with  hydraulic  and  steam  cranes,  and  has  ample 
railway  facilities. 

The  cattle  lairage  accommodates  800  cattle  and  1,600  sheep  or  pigs. 

(i)~Amouiit  of  Shipping  Entering  the  Port. 

During  the  year  under  review  1,745  ships,  of  which  114  were  foreign, 
entered  the  port.  The  details  showing  the  tonnage,  classification,  etc., 
coastwise  and  foreign,  and  the  method  of  propulsion,  are  given  in  the  following 
table  : —

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(ii) —Character  of  Trade  of  Port. 

(a)  Passenger  Traffic. 

Whilst  Preston  is  not  an  Approved  Port  for  the  landing  of  passengers, 
during  the  year  36  British  and  4  Alien  passengers  were  landed.  The  British 
were  mainly  tourists  making  “  round  trips  ”  on  vessels  carrying  esparto  grass 
from  North  African  ports  and  they  were  all  medically  examined  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  before  being  permitted  to  land.  The  Aliens  were  students 
from  the  continent  who  were  proceeding  to  England  for  educational  purposes. 

(b)  Cargo  Traffic. 

The  principal  imports  are  cement,  cattle,  coal,  cork,  iron  and  steel, 
motor  spirit,  potatoes,  pit  props,  timber,  stone  chippings,  wood  pu]p, 
esparto  grass,  grain,  oil  seeds,  china  clay,  vehicles  and  general  cargoes.  The 
principal  exports  are  coal  and  coke,  machinery,  vehicles,  petrol,  bitumen, 
oils,  scrap  iron  and  bricks. 

(c)  Foreign  Ports  from  which  Vessels  arrived. 

Vessels  carrying  the  above-mentioned  imports  arrived  chiefly  from  the 
following  foreign  ports  :  Arzew,  Arendal,  Bremen,  Bona,  Brahestad,  Ceuta, 
Chattam  (N.B.),  Christiansand,  Casablanca,  Digby,  Emden,  Georgetown, 
Gothenburg,  Geffle,  Hamburg,  Harnosand,  Halmsted,  Helsingfors,  Karlstad, 
Kristinehamn,  Kemi,  Kalmar,  Karlshamn,  Kotka,  Koping,  Lubeck,  Larvick, 
Ljusne,  Maassluis,  Mantyleuto,  Nemours,  Oran,  Oslo,  Paimboeuf,  Raumo, 
Rotterdam,  Skoghall,  Sundsvall,  Skien,  Sables-d-Olonne,  Sfax,  Sousse,  Stock¬ 
holm,  Tripoli,  Varberg,  Wismar  and  Algiers. 


(iii) — Water  Supply. 

(a)  Source  of  Supply. 

The  Port  derives  its  water  from  the  town’s  supply,  which  is  an  upland 
surface  water  of  good  quality  and  well  suited  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes.  The  vessels  are  also  supplied  from  the  above  source.  During  the 
year  under  review  one  sample  of  water  was  taken  at  the  port  and  was  reported 
upon  as  being  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

(h)  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes. 

Hydrants  are  situated  at  numerous  points  in  the  quay  sides  and  hosepipes 
are  connected  to  them  for  supplying  ships  with  water. 

(c)  Water  Boats. 

Water  Boats  are  not  used  at  the  port. 

(iv) — Port  Health  Regulations,  1933  and  1945. 

(i)  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health. 

H.M.  Customs  (Waterguard  Service)  are  kept  supplied  with  Declarations 
of  Health  for  use  of  their  Boarding  Officers.  These  forms  are  supplied  to 
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masters  of  ships  on  arrival  at  the  port  and  it  is  usual  to  leave  a  blank  copy  for 
use  by  the  master  on  a  subsequent  voyage.  The  Declarations  of  Health 
collected  by  the  Customs  Officers  are  obtained  from  the  Waterguard  Office 
b}^  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  cases  where  vessels  have  sickness  on  board  or  have  come  from 
"  infected  ports  ”  the  Declarations  of  Health  are  left  on  board  for  the  Medical 
Officer’s  examination  and  a  record  thereof  made  in  a  book  kept  by  the  Customs. 

(2)  Boarding  of  Vessels  on  Arrival. 

All  vessels  are  boarded  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  some,  including 
all  foreign  ships  coming  from  “  infected  areas,”  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 
Ships  coming  from  areas  other  than  those  included  in  the  Infected  Area  List 
are  not  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  unless  the  Customs  Officer 
reports  an  unclean  Declaration  of  Health. 

(3)  Notification  to  the  Authority  of  Inward  Vessels  requiring 

Special  Attention. 

H.M.  Customs  and  the  Pilots  are  in  touch  with  shipbrokers,  who  have 
wireless  and  other  information  as  to  probable  time  of  arrival.  The  Barge 
Repair  Depot  in  the  river,  just  below  Lytham,  about  9J  miles  from  Preston, 
is  in  telephonic  communication  with  H.M.  Customs  and  the  Pilots. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  designated  under  Article  10. 

(a)  The  mooring  place  for  infected  ”  or  “  suspected  ”  ships  is  one  of 
the  mooring  buoys  in  the  centre  of  the  Albert  Edward  Dock  ;  all  other 
unhealthy  ships  are  “  breasted  off  ”  at  the  place  of  mooring,  discharge  or 
loading. 

[h)  There  is  no  mooring  station  outside  the  docks. 

(5)  Particulars  of  any  Standing  Exemptions. 

A  standing  exemption  from  detention  under  Article  14  is  granted  in 
respect  of  ships  with  infectious  disease  other  than  cholera,  plague,  yellow 
fever  and  smallpox  on  board,  and  ships  otherwise  clean  arriving  from  ports 
listed  under  Article  ii. 

(6)  Experience  of  Working  of  Article  16. 

Warnings  have  at  times  had  to  be  given  to  a  few  persons  displaying 
undue  anxiety  to  get  on  board  before  ships  had  been  cleared. 

The  Customs  Officer  notifies  the  Master  when  boarding  that  no  person 
is  to  board  or  leave  the  vessel  until  it  is  released  under  the  Regulations. 

(7)  Arrangements  made  for  : 

[a)  Premises  and  waiting  rooms  for  medical  examination  :  No  special 
arrangements  have  been  made. 

(h)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons  and  clothing  and  other 
articles  ;  infected  quarters  are  disinfected  by  fumigation  with 
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HCN  gas  by  arrangement  with  outside  commercial  firms  if  necessary, 
and  fumigation  by  sulphur  dioxide  can  also  be  carried  out  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspector.  Infected  bedding  and  clothing  are  removed  by 
van  to  the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station,  Argyll  Road,  Preston. 
Cleansing  of  persons  is  also  carried  out  at  the  disinfecting  station. 
During  the  year  one  vessel  with  a  major  bug  infestation  was  fumi¬ 
gated  with  HCN  gas. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  persons  for  whom 

such  accommodation  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  Regulations  : 
None. 

(d)  Hospital  accommodation  available  for  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever, 
smallpox  and  other  infectious  diseases  :  Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  Smallpox  is  treated 
at  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  Hospital  at  Elswick. 

(e)  Ambulance  transport  :  Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the 

Corporation  Ambulance  Service. 

(/)  Supervision  of  Contacts  :  Contacts  will  be  kept  under  observation 
or  surveillance  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 


(8)  Arrangements  for  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  Examination 
OF  Rats  for  Plague. 

Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary. 


(9)  Arrangements  for  other  Bacteriological  or  Pathological 
Examinations. 

Similar  arrangements  as  above  have  been  made  for  other  examinations. 


(10)  Arrangements  for  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases 
AMONG  Sailors  under  International  Arrangement. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  existence  of  venereal  disease  are  made  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspector.  Leaflets  and  posters,  printed  in  English,  Norwegian  and 
Swedish,  are  distributed  and  displayed.  Treatment,  free  of  cost,  is  provided 
at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 


(ii)  Arrangements  for  the  Interment  of  Dead. 

Arrangements  for  the  interment  of  a  deceased  member  of  the  crew  of 
any  vessel  are  left  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  concerned. 
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(i2)  Cases  of  Infectious  Sickness. 

There  was  no  notification  received  of  cases  of  infectious  sickness  occurring 
on  vessels  during  the  voyage. 


(v) — Measures  against  Rodents. 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rodent  Plague. 

{a)  In  ships  in  the  Port  :  Enquiries  are  made  by  the  Port  Health  In¬ 
spector  and  the  rat-catcher  as  to  mortality  among  rats,  and  any 
undue  mortality  among  rats  is  reported  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer, 
who  makes  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Laboratory  of  the 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary  for  bacteriological  examination. 

{h)  On  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  port  : 
Daily  observation  is  made  by  the  rat-catcher,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  undue  mortality  similar  steps  to  those  detailed  above  are  taken. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between  ships 
AND  THE  Shore. 

All  ships  from  foreign  ports,  especially  those  from  infected  area  ports, 
are  required  to  place  efficient  rat-guards  on  all  mooring  ropes  to  prevent 
the  passage  of  rats  between  ships  and  the  shore.  In  the  event  of  vessels  not 
having  the  required  equipment  on  board  rat-guards  are  loaned  on  hire  at  a 
charge  of  sixpence  per  guard  daily  and  a  charge  of  fourteen  shillings  in  the 
case  of  each  loss. 

(3)  Methods  of  De-ratisation  of — 

[a)  Ships  :  Ships  are  deratised  mainly  by  traps,  and  this  may  be 
supplemented  by  fumigation  by  means  of  HCN  gas  or  sulphur 
dioxide  if  necessary. 

(h)  Premises  in  the  vicinity  of  the  docks  or  quays  : — These  premises 
are  subject  to  poison-baiting  with  phosphorus  and  arsenic  prepara¬ 
tions  ;  methodical  trapping  is  also  carried  out  by  the  rat-catcher. 

(4)  Measures  taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rat  prevalence  in  Ships 

AND  ON  Shore. 

A  “  half-time  ”  rat-catcher  is  employed  in  Port  Health  work,  and  the 
following  is  a  summary  of  his  work  during  the  year  under  review  :

In  accordance  with  instructions  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
crews  and  passengers  of  all  foreign  vessels  arriving  from  European  and  North 
African  ports  were  medically  examined  before  permission  to  land  was  given. 


(vii) — Food  Inspection. 

(i)  Public  Health  (Imported  Foods)  Regulations,  1937,  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926,  and  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to 
1940. 

During  the  year  no  action  was  taken  under  the  above  Regulations. 

64  lbs.  of  Canned  Sweet  Corn  and  5J  lbs.  of  Canned  Corned  Beef  were 
surrendered  to  the  Inspector  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


(2)  Importation  of  Livestock  from  Ireland. 

During  the  year  352  bovine  animals  were  landed.  The  veterinary  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  livestock  arriving  at  the  port  is  carried  out  by  an  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  lairage  accommodates  800  cattle, 
and  1,600  sheep  or  pigs. 
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(3)  Shell-Fish„ 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  mussel  beds,  which  are  visited 
periodically  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector,  were  officially  “  closed  ”  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  The  beds,  which  are  situate 
in  the  River  Ribble  Estuary,  had  been  over-picked  and  consequently  the  beds 
were  closed  so  as  to  encourage  breeding.  The  Preston  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations, 
1923  are  still  in  operation. 


(viii)— Canal  Boats. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  six  canal  boats  remained  on  the  register, 
all  owned  by  one  firm.  During  the  year  the  firm  discontinued  this  business 
and  the  boats  were  sold  for  breaking  up. 

There  are  now  no  canal  boats  registered  with  this  Authority. 
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Report  of  the  Veterinary  Officer. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Veterinary  Officer  for  the  following  report 

(A)  MILK. 

(i)  Production  in  the  Borough. 

There  are  now  13  farmers  producing  milk  in  the  Borough.  One  farm 
is  changing  tenancy  and  one  farmer  has  given  up  milk  production  owing  to 
his  land  being  required  for  building.  One  farm  has  been  newly  registered 
for  milk  production.  There  are  five  farms  in  the  Borough  with  ‘‘  Accredited  ” 
licences  and  one  farm  with  a  ‘‘  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  licence,  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

The  average  daily  milk  production  of  the  farms  in  the  Borough  is  500 
gallons. 

An  increasing  amount  of  milk  is  now  being  pasteurised  in  the  Borough 
before  re-sale  to  the  consumer. 

(ii)  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  Milk  and  Dairios  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

Quarterly  visits  are  made  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  to  herds  in  the 
Borough  under  the  above  Regulations.  The  general  health  of  the  cattle 
was  satisfactory,  but  some  farm  buildings  are  still  in  need  of  repair  and 
alterations. 

Reports  are  made  to  owners  of  herds  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture

(iii)  Examination  of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

385  samples  of  milk,  including  46  ‘‘  tuberculin-tested  ”  samples,  were 
taken  during  the  year  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  from  supplies  coming 
into  the  Borough.  Twelve  of  these  samples  were  reported  as  positive  ;  three 
of  the  positive  samples  were  from  the  same  source  and  were  probably  from 
the  same  animal.  Names  and  addresses  of  the  producers  of  positive  samples 
are  reported  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  for  their  investigation.  As  a  result  of  the  Ministry’s  Inspector’s  visits 
to  these  producers  four  cattle  were  removed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
and  slaughtered. 
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Two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  herd  inspection  and  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  were  found  to  be  negative. 

(iv)  Examination  of  Milk  for  Contamination,  in  the  Borough  Laboratory. 

410  samples  of  milk,  collected  by  the  Sampling  Officer  in  the  course  of 
delivery  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  the  Borough,  were  examined  by  the 
Veterinary  Officer,  most  of  which  were  sent  for  bacteriological  and  biological 
examination.  (See  later  tables.) 

A  letter  is  sent  to  all  producers  where  milk  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  an}^  respect.  Formal  sampling  is  done  where  chemical  examination 
indicates  poor  quality  milk  deficient  in  fat  or  other  solids.

Retail  Markets. 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  to  meat  and  other 
food  stalls  on  the  market.  The  meat,  apart  from  a  few  poultry  and  rabbits, 
has  already  been  passed  fit  for  human  consumption.  Poultry  and  rabbits 
are  few  in  number,  although  imported  poultry  is  occasionally  on  sale.  No 
action  was  necessary  by  the  Veterinary  Officer  during  the  year  under  review.

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During  the  year  451,307  lbs.  of  meat,  including  248,588  lbs.  by  reason 
of  tuberculosis,  were  condemned. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table  that  tuberculosis  accounts  for 
over  half  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned.  In  cattle  liver  fluke  disease 
covers  a  large  percentage  of  livers  condemned.  The  other  most  important 
conditions  are  dropsy  and  emaciation,  chiefly  applying  to  old  cows,  and 
various  septic  conditions. 

Sheep  are  comparatively  free  from  disease,  with  liver  fluke  disease  as 
the  biggest  single  factor. 

In  pigs  tuberculosis  is  again  the  most  important  cause  of  condemnation, 
with  septic  conditions  also  accounting  for  a  considerable  amount.  Other 
conditions  in  pigs  call  for  little  comment. 

In  calves  immaturity  and  dropsy  and  emaciation  are  the  most  important 
factors.  Congenital  tuberculosis  occurred  in  eight  calves.  The  owners  of 
these  calves  are  found  and  further  examination  of  the  calves’  dams  is  carried 
out  ;  any  cow  which  comes  within  the  Tuberculosis  Order  is  slaughtered. 


Meat  Marking. 

All  cattle,  pigs  and  calves,  including  casualty  animals,  are  stamped 
after  examination  as  fit  for  human  consumption  and  any  meat  condemned 
is  marked  accordingly  so  as  to  avoid  any  chance  of  mistake.  Meat  deferred 
for  further  examination  is  detained  by  a  notice  attached  to  the  carcase 
pending  a  decision. 


Imported  Meat. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  food  stores  and  distribution  centres.  All 
imported  meat  is  examined  in  the  country  of  origin  and  usually  only 
conditions  arising  from  storage  and  transit  need  attention.  Meat  comes 
into  the  Borough  from  a  wide  variety  of  countries.  The  following  table

Horse  Meat. 

One  private  slaughterhouse  was  opened  during  the  year  under  a  licence 
for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  horses  for  human  consumption  ;  the  meat 
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to  be  sold  at  a  shop  in  the  Borough.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  91  horses 
had  been  slaughtered  and  examined.  One  whole  carcase  and  offal  and 
47  lbs.  of  other  offal  was  condemned,  showing  the  comparative  freedom  from 
disease. 

A  supply  of  horse  meat  which  is  slaughtered  and  inspected  outside  the 
Borough  is  sold  in  another  shop  in  the  Borough,  for  human  consumption. 
Periodic  observations  are  kept  on  the  shop  by  the  Veterinary  Officer.

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DISEASES  OF  ANIlVIALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

Anthrax  Order,  1938. 

Smears  of  blood  are  taken  at  the  abattoir  from  all  suspicious  cases  to 
ensure  freedom  from  Anthrax  before  being  dressed  by  the  slaughtermen. 
These  smears  are  examined  microscopically.  No  case  occurred  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  In  the  country  as  a  whole  the  total  number  of 
outbreaks  during  the  year  remains  at  just  over  100. 


Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1938. 

No  suspected  case  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under 
review  and  the  total  incidence  for  the  whole  countr}^  was  exceptionally  low 
— 15  outbreaks. 


Boiling  of  Animals  Foodstuffs  Order,  1947. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  pig-keepers  in  the  Borough  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  regulations. 


Sheep  Scab  Order,  1938,  and  Amendment,  1948. 

All  sheep  in  the  Borough  are  dipped  in  accordance  with  the  above  Order, 
which  has  now  been  amended  to  allow  a  single  dipping  of  certain  new  dips 
to  be  considered  sufficient.  One  outbreak  occurred  near  Preston  early  in 
the  year  and  all  the  sheep  on  the  premises  were  slaughtered  at  the  abattoir  as 
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casualties.  The  skins  were  dipped  in  accordance  with  the  Order  before  being 
removed.  One  other  consignment  of  contact  sheep  from  elsewhere  was 
graded  and  slaughtered  at  Preston  in  the  usual  manner.  The  number  of 
outbreaks  in  the  country  is  decreasing. 


Swine  Fever  Order,  1938. 

Cases  in  this  country  continue  to  decrease.  One  suspected  outbreak  in 
the  Borough  was  investigated  and  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for 
further  investigation.  A  negative  report  was  received  later. 


23,397  store  pigs  passed  through  the  Market  during  the  year,  an  increase 
over  the  1947  total  of  13,907.  The  number  of  licences  issued  was  1,841  com¬ 
pared  with  2,134  licences  for  1947. 

One  person  was  fined  £2  and  costs  for  moving  pigs  from  the  Market 
without  a  licence. 


Warble  Fly  Order,  1940/1948. 

This  Order  was  reimposed  with  slight  alterations  as  the  Warble  Fly 
(Dressing  of  Cattle)  Order  of  1948.  Comparatively  little  trouble  from  warble 
fly  was  noticed  in  this  area. 


Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

Fifty-nine  cattle  were  sent  in  under  Form  C  to  the  abattoir  by  the 
Ministry’s  Veterinary  Officers  during  the  year  1948  as  compared  with  94, 
96  and  81  for  the  years  1947,  1946  and  1945  respectively.  Each  animal  is 
accompanied  b}^  a  notice  of  intended  slaughter  and  is  subjected  to  a  detailed 
examination  before  being  passed  for  food.  Thirty-nine  animals  were  totally 
condemned  and  varying  portions  of  the  remainder. 

Eight  calves  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  were  found  affected  with  con¬ 
genital  tuberculosis.  The  dams  of  these  calves  were  traced  wherever  possible 
and  examined  and  as  a  result  of  such  examinations  one  cow  was  destroyed 
under  the  above  Order.  The  rest  were  not  traceable,  or  had  died,  or  had 
been  sent  to  knackers,  or  were  found  not  subject  to  the  Order. 

One  cow  was  removed  from  the  Grading  Centre  and  one  cow  was  removed 
from  a  herd  in  the  Borough  under  the  above  Order. 


Market  Sales  and  Lairs  Order,  1925. 

vSeveral  repairs  have  been  necessary  during  the  year. 
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Transit  of  Animals  Order,  1927/31,  and  Amendment,  1947. 

Continued  watch  is  kept  under  the  provisions  of  this  Order  but  no  formal 
action  has  been  required  during  the  year.  Verbal  warnings  have  been  issued 
in  a  few  cases. 

234  calves  and  one  pig  were  removed  from  the  market  on  account  of 
their  unfitness  to  travel ;  these  were  slaughtered  at  the  abattoir. 

The  number  of  vehicles  cleansed  and  disinfected  was  3923. 

The  number  of  cattle  floats  inspected  was  1092. 

The  number  of  notices  served  to  cleanse  cattle  floats  was  38. 

Animals  (landing  from  Ireland,  Channel  Islands  and  Isle  of  Man)  Order,  1938. 

2,335  cattle  arrived  at  the  Preston  Cattle  Market  under  the  above 
Order  and  913  licences  were  issued  for  their  removal  as  compared  with  3032 
cattle  and  1208  licences  for  the  year  1947.  These  cattle  are  subjected  to  a 
careful  examination  for  infectious  diseases  and  are  kept  separate  from  other 
cattle.  352  cattle  came  through  Preston  Dock  licenced  to  other  places 
(including  310  store  cattle  and  42  dairy  cattle) 

Fowl  Pest  Orders  1936  and  1947/48. 

Fowl  pest  occurred  in  this  country  early  in  the  year  1947.  During 
1948  as  a  result  of  strict  control  measures  on  slaughtering  of  infected  and 
“  in  contact  ”  birds,  the  number  of  outbreaks  decreased  considerably  ;  about 
one-tenth  of  those  for  the  year  1947.  Poultry  markets  were  permitted  under 
licence  subject  to  strict  measures  of  control  by  an  Order  coming  into  effect 
on  7th  June.  Personnel  of  this  department  supervise  these  control  measures. 

Protection  of  Animals  Acts,  1911  and  1912. 

The  markets  are  inspected  regularly  for  any  cases  of  cruelty  or  negligence 
to  animals.  Several  verbal  warnings  were  given  throughout  the  year  (for 
minor  offences).  The  work  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  Inspector,  Lt.-Col.  Coventry, 
was  very  effective. 

One  farmer  was  fined  £5  and  £4  4s.  od.  costs  for  exposing  for  sale  an 
animal  which  was  caused  unnecessary  suffering. 

Movement  of  Animals  Records  Order,  1925. 

Records  to  be  made  under  the  above  Order  are  checked  at  intervals. 
One  person  was  fined  £25  for  failing  to  keep  a  true  record  of  the  movement 
of  sheep.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  very  little  difference  in  the  amount  of  stock 
passing  through  the  market  as  compared  with  that  for  the  year  1947,  except 
for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  horses 
reflects  the  trend  of  events. 


Every  market  is  visited  to  ensure  that  no  notifiable  disease  occurs, 
which,  if  it  was  allowed  to  pass  undetected  could  lead  to  an  enormous  amount 
of  trouble  and  expense  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  animals  passing 
through  the  market  and  the  large  area  to  which  the  disease  might  be  spread. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Constable  for  providing  such  invaluable 
assistance  and  to  P.C.  15  T.  Jordan  in  particular  for  his  assistance. 


CORPORATION  OWNED  HORSES. 

The  horses  belonging  to  the  Corporation  now  total  eight  ;  five  at  the 
Cleansing  Department,  one  at  Avenham  Park,  one  at  Haslam  Park,  and  one 
at  the  Cemetery. 

The  general  health  of  these  horses  has  remained  good.  No  days  work 
has  been  lost  through  illness  or  injury  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  one  horse  with 
foot  trouble  has  necessitated  continued  attention.

An  additional  Assistant  Medical  Officer  commenced  duties  on  October 
ist,  1948,  making  a  total  of  five  whole-time  officers  who  devote  approximately 
half  their  time  to  the  School  Health  Service. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  Health  Visitors-School  Nurses,  one 
whole-time  School  Nurse  and  five  temporary  Clinic  Nurses,  while  the  service 
was  further  developed  by  the  appointment  of  a  Speech  Therapist  in  August, 
and  a  Physiotherapist,  in  association  with  plans  for  the  creation  of  a 
“  spastic  clinic,  in  October. 

The  Dental  Service  was  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  N.  Wild, 
M.Sc.,  L.D.S.,  as  Orthodontic  Surgeon  to  attend  in  a  consultative  capacity 
once  per  month,  and  a  weekly  consultative  Paediatric  Clinic  with  Dr.  E.  C.  R. 
Couper,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.S.,  D.P.H.,  in  attendance  was,  in  April,  opened  at 
the  Open  Air  School  Clinic. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  continued  to  function  under  the  control  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Kersley 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year.  Two  sessions  have  been  held  each  week.

School  Dental  Service. 

I  am  indebted  for  the  following  report  to  Mr.  J.  Byrom,  L.D.S,,  Senior 
Dental  Officer. 

“  The  work  which  falls  to  be  reported  in  this  section  is  that  of  the  first 
full  year  since  the  appointment  of  the  writer,  and  our  task  of  re-adapting 
practices  necessary  during  the  war  years  is  not  yet  completed. 

The  staff  remains  as  at  the  end  of  last  year,  viz  :  Four  dental  surgeons, 
one  of  whom  is  senior,  and  four  dental  attendants.

Premises.  Cuttle  Street  Clinic  is  used  full  time  and  is  fitted  with 
modern  equipment  and  lighting. 

North  Road  Clinic  is  not  an  ad  hoc  dental  clinic,  which  is  a  disadvantage 
and  the  equipment  is  not  modern.  Two  dental  trailer  units  of  the  caravan 
type  are  still  in  operation.  The  very  restricted  space  makes  it  practically 
impossible  to  hold  special  general  anaesthetic  sessions  with  two  dental  surgeons 
and  two  attendants.  The  lack  of  recovery  room  makes  for  unproductive  time, 
and  the  lack  of  waiting  room  is  inconvenient  to  parents  who  may  accompany 
their  children.  This  type  of  dental  accommodation  is  not  to  be  recommended 
in  an  urban  area  such  as  Preston,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the 
policy  of  the  committee  is  towards  fixed  clinics.  Premises  have  been 
obtained  in  Water  Lane  and  we  look  to  the  time  when  this  clinic  will  be  avail¬ 
able. 


The  record  chart  advocated  by  the  Ministry  is  in  use  now,  the  introduction 
being  made  with  the  new  entrants.  This  will  continue  until  eventually  the 
school  population  will  be  covered.  A  new  type  of  consent  form  is  used  with 
these  charts,  whereby  the  parent  is  invited  to  consent  to  treatment  for  the 
school  life  of  the  child.  The  returns  are  encouraging. 

The  routine  work  of  removal  of  painful  and  septic  teeth  and  the  conser¬ 
vation  of  the  teeth  of  the  permanent  dentition  rightly  takes  up  most  of  the 
time  of  the  staff.  Other  branches  of  dental  treatment  are  very  desirable 
but  should  be  undertaken  always  with  the  primary  functions  of  the  service 
in  mind. 

Following  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Act  for  a  comprehensive 
service,  the  scope  of  the  scheme  has  been  expanded — loss  of  front  teeth, 
chiefly  due  to  accident,  now  no  longer  causes  a  permanent  disfiguration. 
Partial  dentures  or  crowns  are  fitted  as  necessary. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  E.N.T.  specialist,  oral  screens  are  now  made 
for  schoolchildren.  This  type  of  appliance  is  used  where  the  habit  of  mouth¬ 
breathing  persists  after  tonsillectomy  or  in  cases  where  operative  treatment 
is  not  indicated.  The  results  are  gratifying. 

An  orthodontic  specialist  has  been  appointed  and  made  the  first  of  his 
monthly  visits  in  April.  This  branch  of  dentistry  makes  a  very  popular 
appeal  and  the  difficulty  is  to  keep  the  scheme  within  reasonable  limits. 
This  has  been  done  and  only  a  very  small  amount  of  time  has  been  given  this 
year.  It  is  anticipated  that  during  late  1949  the  recommended  two  sessions 
per  week  will  have  to  be  given.  The  instruments  needed  are  in  very  short 
supply. 

More  children  are  being  referred  for  X-Ray  examination.  This  is  done  at 
Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  The  demand  for  this  very  valuable  diagnostic  aid 
will  increase  and  if  a  central  clinic  can  be  obtained,  the  provision  of  a  dental 
X-ray  machine  will  be  desirable. 
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Of  the  15,735  children  inspected,  8,314  were  referred  for  treatment  and 
of  these  6,342  were  treated.  Of  the  number  of  refusals,  very  few  had  private 
treatment,  the  remainder  sacrificing  unnecessarily  the  benefits  of  a  healthy 
mouth. 

The  dental  staff  undertakes  duties  for  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and 
dental  treatment  is  also  given  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Chestnuts 
Sanatorium  for  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Up  to  the  time  of  writing  no  impact  has  been  felt  by  the  advent  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  the  possibility  seems  remote.  If  from  any 
cause  the  School  Dental  Service  were  to  lapse,  much  of  the  physical  benefits 
obtained  from  conservation  of  the  teeth  would  be  lost.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
writer,  most  of  the  dental  treatment  then  obtained  would  be  for  the  relief 
of  pain  only.  Another  and  perhaps  greater  effect  would  be  the  loss  of  the 
educational  value  of  regular  routine  inspection  and  treatment.  It  is  by  the 
education  of  to-day’s  school  child  alone  that  advance  will  be  made  to  combat 
the  most  prevalent  of  all  diseases. 

The  statisticalre  turn  is  given  on  page  104,  and  a  pleasing  feature  is  the 
reduced  ratio  of  the  number  of  extracted  permanent  teeth  to  the  number  of 
teeth  filled.” 


Physical  Education. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  for  the  following  information. 

“  In  1948  the  Education  Committee  was  able  to  begin  to  bring  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  footwear  for  physical  education  of  school  children  up  to  the  pre-war 
standard. 

Hockey,  tennis  and  netball  were  developed  as  team  games  for  girls. 
Swimming  was  arranged  for  the  9  4-  and  10  +  age  groups  and  a  record  number 
of  children  learnt  to  swim.  A  higher  number  of  life-saving  awards  was  received 
owing  to  the  sustained  practice  which  was  enabled  by  the  arrangements  for 
winter  swimming  for  schools. 

The  Education  Committee  run  Courses  in  various  aspects  of  physical 
education  for  Teachers  and  Youth  Leaders,  and  a  second  Games  Centre  was 
opened  in  the  east  of  the  town. 

Coaching  in  Athletics  became  part  of  the  activities  of  each  Games  Centre 
in  preparation  for  the  Youth  Sports  in  July. 


School  Meals. 

The  School  Meals  Service  continues  to  provide  milk,  dinners  and  teas. 
Teas  and  breakfasts  are  taken  at  the  Open  Air  School  and  Stoneygate  Nursery 
School  and  during  the  summer  6,310  teas  were  supplied  as  packed  meals  to 
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schools  going  on  educational  visits,  as  against  3,384  in  1947.  At  Christmas, 
12,197  party  teas  were  provided  for  school  parties,  compared  with  10,069 
in  1947. 

A  total  of  49  dining  centres  catered  for  dinners  during  the  year.  A 
summary  of  the  findings  of  three  surveys  carried  out,  gives  the  number  of 
children  taking  dinners  on  three  normal  school  days

During  the  year  34  children  were  sent  to  Rhyl  for  convalescent  home 
treatment,  the  average  length  of  stay  being  one  month,  and  iii  to  Morecambe, 
the  average  length  of  stay  being  two  weeks.

The  Council  work  on  the  broad  principle  that  so  far  as  possible  the  same 
Medical  and  Health  Visiting  personnel  shall  carry  out  School  Medical  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  work,  and  that  the  same  team  of  doctors  and  nurses  shall  deal 
with  the  requirements  of  these  services  for  a  particular  district  of  the  town.  In 
addition,  as  much  School  Medical  work  as  possible  is  carried  out  at  individual 
schools  rather  than  at  central  clinics.  This  point  is  of  particular  importance  when 
consideration  is  given  to  the  number  of  staff  required.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  for  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services.  The  staff  establishment  in  August,  1947,  was  — 

(a)  Four  Assistant  Medical  Officers  who  devote  approximately  half  their 
time  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  (I.W.  Clinics,  A.-N.  Clinics 
and  Day  Nurseries). 

(h)  One  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  School  Nurse  and  Supervisor  of  Day 
Nurseries. 

(c)  One  Deputy  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

{d)  Eighteen  district  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors. 

{e)  One  masseuse  who  is  also  a  trained  nurse. 

The  overall  allocation  of  {d)  is  50  per  cent,  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
services. 

In  addition  there  are  four  whole-time  School  Nurses.  As  they  retire  they  will 
be  replaced  by  Health  Visitors-cwm-School  Nurses. 

There  is  an  appropriate  number  of  clerical  staff,  some  of  whom  issue  dried 
milk,  etc.,  from  the  clinics  where  Ministry  of  Food  preparations  are  also  issued. 
Full  use  is  made  of  voluntary  helpers  in  the  clinics. 

A  good  deal  of  the  ante-natal  work  of  the  town  is  carried  out  at  the  ante-natal 
clinics  of  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  These  clinics 
are  consultative  and  also  supervisory  for  the  ante-natal  period  of  booked  normal 
cases. 

One  half-day  per  week  is  devoted  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  dental 
work  by  one  of  the  School  Dentists.

PART  II. 

Description  of  the  Service  which  it  is  proposed  to 

OPERATE  ON  THE  APPOINTED  DAY. 

A.  General  arrangements. 

I.  The  general  administrative  arrangements  on  July  5th,  1948,  will  be 
substantially  those  which  exist  at  the  moment  and  have  already  been  outlined  in 
Part  I.  In  view  of  the  heavy  attendances  at  Clinics  and  the  immediate  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  services  it  is  hoped  during  the  financial  year  1948-9  to  provide  the 
clinic  services  outlined  in  B.i  below.  The  process  will  be  gradual  and,  therefore, 
it  is  not  possible  to  give  exact  figures  for  July  5th,  1948.  It  is  estimated  that  one 
additional  Assistant  Medical  Officer  will  be  required,  making  a  total  of  five  in  this 
category.  This  appointment  is  also  necessitated  by  School  Medical  and  general 
Public  Health  work. 
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A  very  serious  handicap  to  the  services  in  Preston  is  the  poor  quality  of  the 
premises  provided,  and  no  suitable  alternatives  appear  available.  There  is  ample 
evidence  that  the  services  are  being  well  used  and  would  probably  be  better  used 
if  the  large  number  attending  each  session  of  the  existing  clinics  could  be  reduced. 
It  is  felt  that  the  proposals  submitted  in  B  below  will  materially  improve  the 
position,  but  the  more  practical  method  of  expansion  in  the  immediate  future 
would  appear  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sessions  rather  than  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  clinic  premises. 

2.  No  joint  arrangements  with  other  Local  Health  Authorities  are  envisaged. 

3.  There  are  no  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town  such  as  mentioned  in 
paragraphs  21  and  22  of  Circular  118/47.  Voluntary  workers  are  used  at  the 
Welfare  Clinics.  The  Council  are  prepared  to  continue  their  support  of  certain 
National  or  Regional  organisations  which  exist  for  the  promotion  of  interest  in 
the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children. 

4.  The  Council  accept  in  principle  the  suggestions  for  re-organisation  out¬ 
lined  in  paragraph  14  of  the  Circular  and  propose  to  consult  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  in  order  to  procure  the  best  use  of  specialist  personnel  and  the 
development  of  the  services  on  the  lines  indicated.  It  is  proposed  to  appoint  a 
Paediatrician  to  Municipal  Hospitals  and  Clinics  at  an  early  date,  probably  before 
the  appointed  day.  After  the  appointed  day  it  is  proposed  to  make  arrangements 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  that  the  services  of  this  Paediatrician  will  be 
available  to  advise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  measures  necessary  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  Section  22  of  the  Act,  in  addition 
to  the  performance  of  clinical  work. 

The  following  services  fall  to  be  reported  under  the  terms  of  paragraph  14  (b) 
of  the  Circular  : — 

(а)  Orthopcedic. — Pre-school  children  are  dealt  with  under  the  scheme  which 
deals  with  school  children.  The  present  scheme  is  part  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  orthopaedic  scheme  and  no  doubt  full  particulars  will  be  given  by  that 
Authority.  A  Surgeon  visits  a  clinic  which  is  provided  by  the  School  Medical 
Service,  at  monthly  intervals,  and  massage  to  pre-school  children  is  given  by  a 
whole-time  Masseuse  in  the  employ  of  the  Council.  Hospital  treatment  is  given 
at  an  appropriate  Hospital,  short-term  cases  are  generally  treated  at  Liverpool 
g^nd  long-term  cases  at  Heswall. 

(б)  Defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat. — This  operates  as  part  of  the  scheme  for 
school  children.  An  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialist  visits  a  clinic  provided  by  the 
Education  Committee,  where  the  necessary  consultations  and  appropriate  treat¬ 
ment  can  be  given.  Operative  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Municipal 
Hospital,  Sharoe  Green,  Fulwood,  Preston. 

(c)  Defective  vision,  including  squint. — Refraction  is  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  the  School  Medical  Service  at  premises  supplied  by  the  Education  Committee, 
and  cases  for  Orthoptic  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Orthoptic  Department  of 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  A  special  clinic  for  refraction  of  squint  cases  has 
just  been  set  up  in  order  to  provide  a  closer  liaison  with  the  Orthoptic  Clinic. 
These  arrangements  may  be  altered  before  the  appointed  day. 
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(d)  Tuberculosis.- — Pre-school  children  are  dealt  with  as  part  of  the  general 
anti-tuberculosis  scheme  of  the  area. 

{e)  The  less  common  defects  are  dealt  with  by  reference  to  the  appropriate 
department  of  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  or  Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

(/)  Ultra-violet  therapy  is  provided  by  the  Council’s  staff  on  Council  premises. 

It  is  proposed  before  the  appointed  day  to  ascertain  from  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  which  of  these  facilities  will  be 
taken  over  and  provided  by  the  Board  from  the  appointed  day.  It  is  proposed  to 
continue  the  arrangements  to  use  such  as  are  not  taken  over  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.

2.  Care  of  premature  infants. 

The  Authority  propose  to  introduce  and  hope  to  have  in  operation  by  the 
appointed  day  a  scheme  for  the  domiciliary  supervision  and  treatment  of  pre¬ 
mature  infants  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  Circular  20/44.  It  is  proposed  to 
co-ordinate  these  arrangements,  where  necessary,  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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3.  Dental  Care. 

(i) .  Present  experience  shows  that  conservative  dental  treatment  is  not 
readily  accepted  by  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  or  pre-school  children. 
The  Council,  have,  however,  adopted  the  principle  of  fusion  of  the  dental  services 
for  school  children  with  those  for  pre-school  children  and  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  Much  will  depend  on  whether  it  is  possible  to  engage  another  Dentist, 
but  acting  on  the  assumption  that  five  Dentists  will  be  available  to  deal  with  all 
the  above  categories,  it  is  proposed  to  advise  complete  dental  inspection  of  each 
expectant  mother  who  attends  the  ante-natal  clinic.  Dental  inspection  and 
treatment  will  also  be  provided  for  nursing  mothers  who  desire  it. 

(ii) .  All  the  Dentists  employed  on  inspection  and  conservative  treatment 
will  be  whole-time  dentists.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  the  outset  the  equivalent 
of  half  a  whole-time  Dentist  will  be  used  for  this  work,  but  it  is  hoped  to  improve 
this  by  education. 

(hi).  It  is  proposed  to  hold  two  sessions  per  week  for  this  work. 

(iv).  All  forms  of  dental  treatment,  including  dentures  where  necessary, 
will  be  provided  by  the  Authority’s  dental  officers.  All  dentures  will  be  made  in 
the  Authority’s  own  dental  workshop,  or  by  mechanics  to  the  profession,  or,  if 
the  dental  officer  is  a  part-time  officer  of  the  Authority,  by  any  mechanic  employed 
by  him  in  his  private  practice. 

4.  Supply  of  Welfare  Foods. 

The  Authority  propose  to  distribute,  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  those 
welfare  foods  which  are  included  in  the  Government’s  Welfare  Food  Scheme  and 
to  arrange  for  other  welfare  foods  to  be  supplied  where  the  welfare  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  or  young  children  so  requires. 

5.  Provision  of  malernily  outfits. 

Maternity  outfits  will  be  supplied  for  all  domiciliary  confinements. 

6.  Nursery  Provision. 

{a)  Day  Nurseries.  At  the  moment  there  are  five  Day  Nurseries,  each 
accommodating  forty  children,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  these  until  they 
become  structurally  untenable.  The  Council  propose  to  take  steps  to  increase  this 
number  as  soon  as  possible. 

{h)  Residential  Nurseries.  No  Residential  Nurseries  are  provided,  although 
the  Council  accept  the  principle  that  a  Residential  Nursery  for  short-term  cases 
is  a  very  necessary  service,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  provision  of  such  a  Nursery 
would  be  impossible  for  a  considerable  time,  unless  some  unexpected  development 
occurs.  In  the  event  of  Residential  Nurseries  being  provided,  it  is  intended  that 
these  nurseries,  both  long  and  short  stay,  shall  be  provided  in  discharge  of  the  duty 
placed  on  the  County  Borough  Council  by  the  Children  Act,  1948,  and  shall  be 
administered  in  the  manner  provided  in  that  Act  and  the  Regulations  made 
thereunder. 
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(c)  The  Council  have  no  scheme  for  registered  daily  guardians  or  creches  in 
Infant  Welfare  Centres.  With  one  exception  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  held 
in  premises  which  are  hired  on  a  sessional  basis  by  the  Council. 

7.  Care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  present  arrangements  under  Circular  2866  will  continue 
to  a  material  extent.  Under  these  arrangements  the  Council  have  agreed  to  allow 
voluntary  agencies  in  the  area  to  act  on  their  behalf  and  to  deal  with  the  unmarried 
mother  and  her  child.  Remuneration  is  made  to  the  appropriate  society  on  an 
agreed  basis. 


PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

{a)  Short  term  policy.  The  Council  have  considered  the  practicability  of 
carrying  out  any  short  term  measures  to  deal  with  existing  deficiencies,  but  it  is 
felt  that  only  the  proposals  outlined  in  B  above  are  practicable  in  the  immediate 
future.  The  Authority  will  however  review  the  existing  arrangements  from  time 
to  time  and  make  such  addition  to  the  premises  and  staffs  as  the  service  may 
require  and  as  may  appear  reasonable  and  practicable. 

Dental  Care.  It  is  proposed  to  expand  and  develop,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
the  arrangements  for  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  of 
children  under  the  age  of  five  so  as  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  every  expectant 
mother  to  be  examined  by  a  dentist  following  her  first  attendance  at  an  ante-natal 
clinic  ;  for  the  periodical  examination  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  ;  and 
for  the  necessary  treatment  to  be  provided,  particular  attention  being  given  to 
conservative  treatment. 

(h)  Long  term  policy.  As  has  already  been  indicated,  one  of  the  greatest 
weaknesses  of  the  present  arrangements  is  the  poor  quality  of  the  existing  clinic 
premises  which,  with  one  exception,  were  not  built  for  the  purpose. 

Much  will  depend  on  the  future  development  of  the  town,  which  in  turn  depends 
on  slum  clearance  and  housing  programmes  and  boundary  extension.  Therefore 
the  Council  feel  it  is  not  practicable  to  give  any  dates  by  which  any  long  term 
planning  can  be  put  into  operation.  An  indication  is  given  of  the  items  which  are 
considered  necessary  : — 

(i)  The  development  of  new  clinic  premises.  These  will  have  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  relation  to  Health  centres.  This  point  has  not  yet  been  settled. 

(2)  Improved  day  nurseries.  The  present  structures  are  of  the  prefabri¬ 
cated  type,  erected  during  the  war  and  are  coming  to  the  end  of  their 
life.  It  seems  likely  that  there  will  always  be  a  need  for  day  nurseries 
in  the  town.

Existing  Service. 

There  are  nine  whole-time  municipal  midwives  who  work  under  the  supervision 
of  a  non-medical  supervisor  of  midwives,  who  in  turn  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  No  midwifery  services  are  provided  by  voluntary 
bodies. 

The  service  works  on  the  usual  lines  and  no  mention  is  necessary  of  any 
special  features.  Five  midwives  live  on  a  service  tenancy  in  houses  owned  by  the 
Council  and  four  live  in  their  own  houses.  The  Council  prefer  that  the  midwives 
should  live  in  houses  provided  by  the  Council  on  a  service  tenancy. 


PART  IT 

Description  of  the  Service  which  will  operate  on  the  appointed  day. 
General  Administrative  arrangements. 

1.  It  is  intended  that  the  service  to  operate  on  the  appointed  day  will  be 
on  the  general  lines  at  present  in  operation,  viz.,  one  non-medical  supervisor  of 
midwives  and  a  number  of  whole-time  district  midwives. 

2.  It  is  difficult  to  forecast  the  amount  of  domiciliary  midwifery  which 
will  take  place  since  the  policy  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  regard  to  the 
admission  of  maternity  cases  for  confinement  in  hospital  is  not  known.  The  Council 
propose  to  consider  an  increase  to  10  midwives  at  the  appointed  day  and  up  to 
12  subsequently  if  they  are  shown  to  be  needed. 


3-  There  are  no  voluntary  organisations  which  come  within  the  category 
of  paragraphs  4,  5  and  24  of  Circular  118/47. 

4.  There  are  no  standing  joint  arrangements  with  other  Local  Health 
Authorities,  although  the  Council  would  be  prepared  to  assist  neighbouring 
Authorities  in  time  of  great  emergency,  if  they  were  able  to  do  so. 

Arrangements  for  the  supervision  of  midwives. 

It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  present  arrangements.  The  non-medical 
supervisor  of  midwives  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
At  the  moment  it  is  not  considered  likely  that  a  superintendent  nursing  officer  as 
suggested  in  paragraph  27  of  the  Circular,  will  be  appointed.  It  is  proposed,  if 
possible,  to  arrange  for  the  services  of  an  obstetrician  who  will  advise  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  appropriate  technical  matters  in  connection  with  the  domici¬ 
liary  medical  service.  If  such  an  appointment  is  not  made  before  the  appointed 
day,  the  Council  propose  to  consult  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  making 
such  an  appointment. 

Transport. 

It  is  proposed  that  auto-cycles  will  be  provided  for  such  midwives  as  can  use 
them.  The  other  midwives  would  be  at  liberty  to  use  their  o^vn  cycles  or  public 
transport,  whichever  seems  appropriate.  In  times  of  difficulty,  and  for  the 
transportation  of  apparatus,  it  is  proposed  to  utilise  units  of  the  ambulance  service. 

Analgesia. 

At  the  moment  three  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia 
and  three  sets  of  apparatus  are  available.  It  is  proposed  to  arrange  for  the  pro¬ 
gressive  instruction  of  all  district  midwives  in  approved  methods  of  analgesia  and 
to  provide  each  one  with  the  appropriate  apparatus. 


PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

As  far  as  can  be  anticipated,  the  arrangements  outlined  in  Part  II  should 
be  adequate  to  provide  a  domiciliary  midwifery  service,  but  the  Council  are  very 
anxious  that  domiciliary  service  should  work  in  as  close  liaison  as  possible  with  the 
Hospital  Midwifery  Service,  and  propose  to  consult  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  on  these  matters  and  to  introduce  any  recommendations  made  by  expert 
bodies.

The  overall  allocation  of  time  of  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  is  50  per 
cent,  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 

It  should  be  noted  that  as  much  school  medical  work  as  possible  is  done  at  the 
individual  schools  rather  than  at  central  clinics.  This  fact  must  be  borne  in  mind 
when  establishment  figures  are  being  considered. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  includes,  in  addition  to  school  medical  work, 
home  visiting  of  mothers  and  young  children,  attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  clinics 
and  ante-natal  clinics,  enquiries  into  certain  types  of  infectious  disease  and  child 
life  protection  work.  Three  Health  Visitors  also  attend  the  Ultra  Violet  Light 
clinics.  One  nurse  spends  approximately  half  her  time  in  assisting  the  Tuberculosis 
clinic  nurse.  The  present  establishment  is  not  adequate  to  give  proper  time  for 
home  visiting. 

The  Superintendent  is  also  Superintendent  of  the  day  nurseries. 


PART  II. 

Service  which  will  operate  on  the  appointed  day  (or  shortly  afterwards). 
General  Administrative  arrangements. 

1.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  general  administrative  arrangements  on 
the  present  lines.  At  the  outset  the  type  of  work  undertaken  will  probably  continue 
as  at  present,  with  the  addition  of  routine  home  visiting  of  Tuberculous  patients. 

2.  In  view  of  the  enlargement  in  the  scope  of  the  Health  Visitors’  duties 
under  Section  24  of  the  Act,  the  Council  proposes  to  increase  the  establishment 
substantially  and  will  aim  at  the  following  figures  for  1948/49  : — 

Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  ...  i 

Deputy  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  i 

District  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  ...  ...  30 

(This  figure  includes  provision  for  the  replacement  of 
existing  whole-time  school  nurses  by  combined 
appointments  as  outlined  in  Part  I). 

The  whole-time  Health  Visitor  equivalent  of  this  staff  is  estimated  at  16. 

3.  There  are  no  voluntary  organisations  involved. 

4.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  any  necessity  for  joint  arrange¬ 
ments  with  other  Local  Health  Authorities,  but  they  will  be  made  if  circumstances 
require. 

Transport. 

Preston  is  a  closely  built  up  town  and  special  transport  arrangements  will 
not  normally  be  necessary  for  district  work.  A  taxi  service  is  available  in  case  of 
emergency.  The  Council  will  continue  the  arrangement  whereby  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  her  deputy  can  use  their  own  cars  and  be  remunerated  on  a 
mileage  basis. 


PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

The  Council  have  noted  the  proposed  increased  scope  of  a  Health  Visitor’s 
duties  described  in  paragraph  30  of  Circular  118/47,  propose  to  adapt  their 
Health  Visitor  Service  to  these  ends,  especially  in  regard  to  close  co-operation  with 
the  family  doctor.  At  the  moment  there  is  very  little  experience  on  which  to 
formulate  definite  plans  in  this  direction  and  consultation  with  the  appropriate 
bodies  is  proposed  when  Part  IV  of  the  Act  comes  into  operation.  If  it  is  found 
that  the  number  of  health  visitors  provided  for  in  the  preceding  part  of  the  proposals 
is  inadequate,  additional  health  visitors  will  be  employed  as  needed  and  as  they  can 
be  secured.

At  the  moment  there  are  three  organisations  which  provide  domiciliary 
nursing  services  within  the  Borough.  Two  of  these  belong  to  religious  orders  and 
operate  on  a  parochial  basis,  although  it  is  understood  that  the  services  of  their 
nurses  are  not  reserved  for  one  particular  religious  denomination.  These  two 
bodies  employ  five  trained  nurses  each  ;  they  receive  no  financial  contribution 
from  the  Council  or  by  means  of  an  ad  hoc  contributory  scheme. 

The  third  body  is  the  Preston  District  Nursing  Association.  This  body  is 
affiliated  with  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  and  at  the  moment 
employ  eighteen  outdoor  district  nurses  plus  supervisory  and  administrative  staff. 
About  half  the  annual  income  comes  from  an  ad  hoc  contributory  scheme  and  about 
four-fifths  of  the  remainder  come  from  voluntary  subscriptions  and  donations, 
including  a  donation  from  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Rather  less  than  10  per 
cent,  of  the  income  comes  from  investments. 

PART  IT 

Description  of  the  service  which  will  operate  on  the  appointed  day. 
General  Administrative  arrangements. 

I.  It  seems  unlikely  that  the  two  religious  organisations  referred  to  on 
Part  I  will  require  financial  assistance  from  the  Council.  Therefore,  the  Council 
do  not  propose  any  direct  participation  in  the  management  or  administration 
of  these  bodies,  but  it  is  hoped  to  enter  into  further  consultation  with  them  in 
order  that  the  best  use  may  be  made  of  available  personnel  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  town  as  a  whole. 

The  Council  propose  to  adminster  the  remainder  of  the  domiciliary  nursing 
service  directly  through  the  Health  Committee  or  a  sub-committee  of  that  Com¬ 
mittee.  This  body  will  replace  the  existing  committees  of  the  Preston  District 
Nursing  Association.  The  Council  propose  to  be  entirely  responsible  for  the  finance 
of  the  service  and  do  not  propose  to  solicit  private  subscriptions  or  donations. 
The  Council  propose  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  committee  of  the  Preston 
District  Nursing  Association  in  order  to  attain  satisfactory  financial  arrangements 
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for  the  purchase,  hire,  or  rent  of  any  premises  or  equipment  which  may  at  present 
belong  to  the  Nursing  Association  and  which  it  is  desired  to  utilise  for  the  new 
arrangements.  The  Council  hope  that  the  Nursing  Association  will  transfer  to 
them  all  the  property  which  has  been  provided  by  charitable  funds  or  bequests 
for  the  furtherance  of  District  Nursing. 

2.  It  is  proposed  to  offer  employment  to  all  existing  members  of  the  nursing 
staff  on  conditions  not  less  advantageous  to  the  latter  than  those  which  exist 
at  the  moment,  subject  to  any  general  Regulations  which  may  be  made.  If  all 
the  existing  staff  do  not  transfer  to  the  Council’s  service,  it  is  proposed  to  recruit 
an  adequate  number  of  nurses  to  make  up  for  the  deficiency.  It  is  estimated  that 
eighteen  nurses  will  be  required  at  the  outset  ;  these  will  be  employed  directly 
by  the  Council.  An  appropriate  number  of  domestic  and  clerical  staff  will  be 
employed. 

It  is  not  proposed,  at  the  outset  at  any  rate,  to  engage  a  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  as  suggested  in  paragraphs  27  and  36  of  Circular  118/47. 

The  Council  are  prepared  to  give  favourable  consideration  to  any  proposal 
for  the  affiliation  of  its  District  Nursing  Service  with  the  Queen’s  Institute,  but 
will  require  further  information  before  making  a  definite  decision. 

3.  As  already  mentioned,  it  is  proposed  to  consult  further  with  the  religious 
organisations  in  order  that  the  best  use  may  be  made  of  the  services  of  their 
personnel.  Ten  nurses  are  employed  by  these  organisations. 

4.  No  joint  arrangements  with  other  Local  Health  Authorities  are  envisaged. 
Transport. 

It  is  intended  that  suitable  transport  shall  be  provided  for  district  nurses 
where  necessary.  This  will  probably  be  by  means  of  auto-cycles. 

PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

It  is  felt  that  there  will  probably  be  need  for  considerable  expansion  of  the 
domiciliary  nursing  services  of  the  town,  such  as  : — 

(a)  The  provision  of  a  night  service  ; 

(b)  The  establishment  of  two  or  more  district  nurses’  homes  so  that  they 

will  be  readily  accessible  to  the  people  in  the  locality,  rather  than 
the  present  arrangement  of  one  central  district  nurses’  home  for 
the  whole  town. 

It  seems  almost  certain  that  an  increase  of  personnel  will  be  necessary,  but  the 
extent  of  that  increase  is  impossible  to  estimate  at  the  moment.  If  it  is  found 
that  the  number  of  nurses  provided  for  in  the  preceding  part  of  the  proposals  is 
inadequate  additional  nurses  will  be  employed  as  needed  and  as  they  can  be 
secured.

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PART  IL 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A.  Children  under  5  years. 

In  order  to  secure  that  as  many  infants  and  young  children  as  possible  are 
immunised  the  Authority  will  provide  sessional  facilities  at  infant  welfare  clinics, 
and  will  also  make  arrangements  for  the  performance  of  immunisation  in  individual 
cases  by  general  practitioners  taking  part  in  the  Authority’s  scheme. 

Health  visitors  and  doctors  at  the  Infant  Welfare  clinics  commence  to  urge 
the  advisability  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  when  the  child  attains  the 
age  of  9  months.  At  the  age  of  12  months,  the  “  birthday  card  ”  system  is  in 
operation. 

Sessional  arrangements  for  immunisation  are  held  in  three  Centres  in  the 
town  and  patients  are  dealt  with  by  appointment.  The  work  is  done  by  a  whole 
time  member  of  the  staff.  General  Practitioners  are  supplied  free  with  immunising 
materials  and  are  paid  a  fee  per  injection,  in  consideration  for  the  return  of 
information  on  standard  forms. 

Propaganda  is  carried  out  by  means  of  personal  contact  by  health  visitors, 
midwives  and  doctors  and  by  the  use  of  publicity  material,  supplied  either  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  or  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  The 
Authority  will  co-operate  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  any  propaganda  campaign 
which  may  be  instituted. 


B.  Children  of  School  Age. 

(a)  The  Authority  will  make  sessional  arrangements  for  immunisation  to  be 
carried  out  at  schools,  and  at  such  other  centres  (in  conjunction,  where  appro¬ 
priate,  with  arrangements  for  immunising  children  under  school  age  also)  as  may 
be  necessary.  The  same  arrangements  as  for  children  under  5  will  apply  to 
children  of  school  age  as  regards  individual  immunisation  by  general  practitioners 
taking  part  in  the  Authority’s  scheme. 

(b)  The  Authority  will  make  such  sessional  arrangements  at  schools  or  other 
centres  as  shall  be  adequate  to  meet  local  needs  and  to  cause  as  little  delay  as 
possible  after  immunisation  has  been  asked  for  by  the  parents. 

(c)  The  Authority  will  expressly  urge,  in  particular,  school  teachers  and 
persons  engaged  in  the  school  medical  service,  as  well  as  others  whose  duties 
afford  them  appropriate  opportunity,  to  encourage  immunisation. 

(d) ,  {e)  The  measures  taken  by  the  Authority  with  regard  to  informing  and 
advising  the  public  about  immunisation,  as  referred  to  above,  in  the  proposals 
concerning  children  under  5  will  be  equally  applied  as  regards  children  of  school 
age. 

(/)  In  connection  with  the  above  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  of  school  age  systematic  provision  will  be  made  for  the  administration  of 
reinforcing  injections  as  required. 
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C.  Records  and  Payment  of  Fees. 

All  medical  officers  and  general  practitioners  performing  immunisation  will 
be  required  to  furnish  particulars  for  record  purposes  in  such  standard  form  as  the 
Minister  of  Health  may  request  Local  Health  Authorities  to  use,  and  the  Authority 
will  arrange  to  keep  records  in  such  a  manner  as  will  enable  them  to  furnish  returns 
to  the  Minister  as  he  may  require. 

The  Authority  will  pay  to  general  practitioners  or  doctors  engaged  on  a 
sessional  basis  such  fees  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  representatives  of  the  medical  profession. 

D.  Medical  arrangements. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  bulk  of  the  work  will  be  carried  out  by  whole-time 
medical  officers  on  the  staff  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  an  opportunity 
will  be  given  to  all  practitioners  in  the  area  (whether  or  not  providing  services 
under  Part  IV  of  the  Act)  to  provide  services  under  these  arrangements  for  vac¬ 
cination  and  immunisation  either  at  the  child’s  home,  doctor’s  surgery  or  health 
centre.  This  is  really  a  continuation  of  the  present  arrangements. 


Smallpox. 


A.  Infant  Vaccination. 

These  proposals  are  formulated  on  the  information  available  and  may  require 
modification  in  the  light  of  experience. 

It  is  proposed  to  circulate  the  parents  of  all  children  aged  about  six  weeks 
as  to  the  advantages  of  infant  vaccination  and  to  suggest  that  this  should  be 
carried  out  by  the  family  doctor.  Propaganda  will  be  carried  out  by  means  of 
personal  contact  by  health  visitors  and  others.  The  Authority  will  co-operate 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  any  campaign  which  may  be  inaugurated  in  regard 
to  the  advisability  of  vaccination. 

B.  Records  and  Payment  of  Fees. 

All  medical  officers  and  general  practitioners  performing  vaccination  will  be 
required  to  furnish  particulars  for  record  purposes  in  such  standard  form  as  the 
Minister  of  Health  may  request  Local  Health  Authorities  to  use,  and  the  Authority 
will  arrange  to  keep  records  in  such  a  manner  as  will  enable  them  to  furnish 
returns  to  the  Minister  as  he  may  require. 

The  Authority  will  pay  to  general  practitioners  or  doctors  engaged  on  a 
sessional  basis  such  fees  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  representatives  of  the  medical  profession. 

C.  Arrangements  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox. 

To  meet  the  public  demand  for  vaccination  in  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of 
smallpox  in  a  locality  the  Council  will  have  arrangements  in  readiness  for  setting 
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up  emergency  vaccination  stations  and  for  the  medical  staffing  of  them.  They 
will  also  arrange  for  the  public  to  be  advised  about  vaccination  (or  re-vaccination) 
as  a  precaution,  and  to  be  fully  informed  of  all  the  facilities  available,  including 
the  services  of  the  family  doctor. 


D.  Medical  arrangements. 

As  stated  in  paragraph  D  under  Diphtheria  Immunisation  all  practitioners 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  provide  services  under  these  arrangements. 

It  is  considered  that  vaccination  will  be  almost  entirely  a  general  practitioner 
service,  vaccination  to  be  carried  out  at  the  doctor’s  surgery,  patient’s  home  or 
health  centre  by  mutual  arrangement  between  the  patient’s  parents  and  the  family 
doctor. 

The  Authority  will  inaugurate  a  system  of  “  vaccination  sessions  ”  if  experience 
proves  the  need  or  desirability  of  such  measures. 


Whooping  Cough. 

The  Authority  will  make  such  arrangements  for  immunisation  against 
whooping  cough  as  it  may  consider  expedient  having  regard  to  the  advice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  will  be  responsible  for  deciding  the  antigen  (s)  to 
be  used  and  for  keeping  records  directed  towards  assessing  the  value  of  this  form 
of  inoculation.  The  arrangements  will  in  general  conform  to  those  in  connection 
with  diphtheria  immunisation.

I.  Service  as  from  the  appointed  day. 

A.B.  Co-ordination,  Redistribution  and  Augmentation. 

The  existing  service  will  continue  after  the  appointed  day  to  serve  the  area  of 
the  County  Borough  of  Preston.  No  redistribution  of  vehicles  or  staff  will  be 
necessary  and  no  augmentation  of  the  service  will  be  required  except  as  provided 
for  in  paragraph  2  (Development  Plan).

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The  Council  will  make  arrangements  for  securing  that,  as  far  as  possible 
(i)  all  ambulance  drivers  and  attendants  shall  hold  the  first-aid  certificate  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  or  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  or  the 
St.  Andrew  Ambulance  Association  or  such  other  first-aid  qualification  as  may 
be  approved  or  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  ;  (ii)  all  such  drivers  and 
attendants  shall  be  so  trained  as  to  be  interchangeable  in  their  duties. 

E.  Maintenance  and  Servicing. 

If  the  nationalisation  of  transport  will  allow,  it  is  proposed  to  continue  with 
the  present  servicing  arrangements  by  the  Municipal  Transport  Department.  If 
not,  other  arrangements  will  be  made  under  plans  which  are  now  being  discussed 
by  the  Council  for  the  formation  of  a  central  maintenance  depot  for  vehicles  in 
their  service. 

F.  Conveyance  of  patients  by  railway. 

Where  it  is  necessary  for  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  provide  transport  for 
a  person  who  has  to  make  a  long  journey  and  can  without  detriment  to  his  health 
most  conveniently  be  conveyed  for  part  of  it  by  railway,  as  a  stretcher  case  or  in 
some  similar  way  involving  special  arrangements  with  the  railway  undertaking, 
the  Local  Health  Authority  propose  to  arrange  accordingly. 

G.  Call  Out  arrangements. 

The  Council  will  keep  all  hospitals  and  other  institutions  for  the  sick,  all 
general  medical  practitioners,  dentists,  nurses,  domiciliary  midwives,  the  police, 
fire  service  and  telephone  authorities  in  or  serving  the  County  Borough  informed 
of  the  action  to  be  taken  to  call  an  ambulance. 


2.  Development  Plan 

In  order  to  provide  adequately  for  the  conveyance,  where  necessary,  at  any 
time  of  the  day  or  night  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  (as  defined  in  Section  79  (i) 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946)  or  mental  defectiveness  or  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers  from  places  in  the  County  Borough  to  places  in  or  outside  the 
County  Borough  and  to  meet  the  Council’s  obligations  to  neighbouring  Local 
Health  Authorities  under  arrangements  for  joint  user  or  for  mutual  assistance  in 
emergency,  the  service  will  comprise  a  total  of  6  to  8  ambulances,  2  to  3  sitting-case 
cars,  and  17  to  23  whole-time  drivers  and  attendants.  The  Council  intend  to 
develop  the  service  up  to  the  minima  mentioned  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  permit. 

The  requirements  of  the  ambulance  service  will  be  kept  under  constant 
review,  and  such  increases  as  experience  shows  to  be  required  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time  to  the  maxima  mentioned  above  in  the  number  of  ambulances, 
sitting-case  cars  and  staff.

PART  L 


(A) — Tuberculosis. 

(i)  Workshops. 

In  Preston,  largely  an  industrial  town,  there  is  a  definite  need  for  workshops 
for  ex-patients  needing  sheltered  employment.  The  close  and  friendly  contact 
with  the  local  Ministry  of  Labour  Officers  and  their  Disablement  Rehabilitation 
Officer  is  making  it  certain  that  a  number  of  ex-patients  needing  sheltered  employ¬ 
ment  will  find  work  in  the  factory  for  the  disabled.  It  is  proposed  that  either  a 
small  section  of  the  factory,  or  preferably  a  part  of  the  manufacturing  process 
most  suitable  for  ex-patients,  should  be  reserved  for  such  cases. 


(3)  The  Village  Settlements. 

The  present  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  give  high  priority  to  applications  for 
new  houses  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  a  fair  number 
of  the  most  urgent  cases  have  already  been  dealt  with  by  the  Housing  Department. 
Houses  so  allocated  are  situated  on  scattered  Estates,  and  if  the  Tuberculous 
could  be  given  houses  nearer  to  the  Sanatorium  and  as  near  as  possible  to  their 
place  of  employment,  they  could  more  easily  obtain  medical  advice  and  help, 
especially  as  many  may  have  to  return  for  treatment  for  varying  periods.  All 
round  the  Chestnuts  Sanatorium  there  are  already  a  number  of  Council  houses, 
and  more  are  being  built.  Consideration  will  be  given  to  an  exchange  plan  which 
would  enable  all  or  some  of  the  tenants  of  the  houses  already  occupied  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  other  Council  houses  built  or  to  be  built,  and  the  vacant  houses  allocated 
to  ex-patients  and  their  families.  In  this  way  a  Village  Settlement  centred  on 
the  Sanatorium  could  be  established  with  comparatively  small  financial  outlay, 
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and,  what  is  more  important,  with  a  minimum  of  new  buildings.  In  this  connection 
it  might  be  mentioned  that  the  site  of  the  factory  for  the  disabled  is,  near  to  the 
housing  site  mentioned  and  the  Chestnuts  Sanatorium. 


(5)  Care  Committees. 

There  is  no  ad  hoc  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  in  Preston  at  the  moment. 
The  Council  will  provide  care  and  after-care  for  tuberculous  patients,  in  co-operation 
with  the  domiciliary  and  hospital  services.  The  Council’s  arrangements  will 
include  the  provision  and  loan  of  beds  and  bedding  to  enable  the  patients  to  sleep 
alone,  the  provision  of  nursing  requisites,  extra  nourishment  and  clothing,  chalets 
for  erection  in  gardens  of  the  patients’  homes.  The  Council  will  consider,  if 
necessary,  the  appointment  of  a  social  worker  in  connection  with  its  care  and 
after-care  service.  “ 

(6)  Return  to  Employment. 

The  Council  will  arrange  for  suitable  patients  to  be  assisted  in  obtaining  the 
benefit  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service 
under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  where  these  are  appropriate,  and 
to  supplement  the  working  of  the  official  scheme  where  necessary. 

(7)  Integration  with  others  parts  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  Council  will  seek  arrangements  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for 
employing  jointly  the  services  of  medical  specialists  concerned  in  diagnostic  and 
curative  work  under  the  Board  and  in  preventive  and  care  work  under  the  Council  ; 
and  for  the  Council’s  staff  who  visit  the  tuberculous  in  their  homes  to  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  medical  specialists  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics  under 
the  Board. 


(B) — Mental  Illness  or  Defectiveness. 

Detailed  proposals  for  the  above  have  been  made  in  the  proposals  submitted 
to  the  Minister  on  the  lines  of  the  Appendix  to  Circular  100/47. 

Briefly,  the  Council  propose  to  work  in  close  association  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  to  ensure  a  close  liaison  between  the  hospital  and  domiciliary 
services.  An  appropriate  number  of  authorised  officers  will  be  appointed  to 
carry  out  duties  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts.  At  the  outset 
these  authorised  officers  will  do  the  necessary  social  welfare  work  in  connection 
with  mental  defectives  and  mentally  ill  patients. 


(C) — Other  Types  of  Illness. 

(i)  Venereal  Disease. — The  Local  Authority  propose  to  retain  the  services 
of  the  social  worker  and  are  prepared  to  co-operate  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  in  order  that  the  best  use  may  be  made  of  her  services.  Propaganda  and 
education  in  this  subject  will  continue  to  be  carried  out. 
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(2)  Other  types  of  Illness. — The  Council  intends  to  develop  arrangements,  in 
the  light  of  circumstances  and  experience,  for  affording  all  necessary  care  and 
after-care  to  persons  discharged  from  hospital  or  other  invalids,  and  it  will  adopt 
whatever  ways  and  means  may  be  found  possible  to  obtain  systematically  the 
requisite  information  about  such  persons,  so,  however,  that  the  arrangements 
in  this  respect  will  be  such  as  will  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  hospital  and 
specialist  services  or  of  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 


(3)  Health  Education. — The  Council,  in  connection  with  its  arrangements 
under  Section  28,  will  seek  to  develop  health  education  in  its  area  by  all  appro¬ 
priate  means. 


(D) — Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  in  the  proposals  for  the  Midwives  Service 
under  Section  23  of  the  Act  of  the  intention  to  supply  accouchement  sets  to 
expectant  mothers  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  charge  will  be  made  for  these  sets. 

The  Council  accept  the  principle  of  the  supply  or  loan  of  articles  of  nursing 
equipment  as  outlined  in  paragraph  47  of  Circular  118/47,  and  are  prepared  to 
inaugurate  such  a  scheme  by  the  appointed  day.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  small 
charge  will  be  made  for  these  items.

PART  1. 

Statistical  Data.

Existing  Service. 

The  term  “  home  help  "  is  used  to  describe  those  women  who  are  used  in 
connection  with  the  help  of  women  who  have  been  confined  ;  “  domestic  helps  " 
are  those  who  are  sent  to  give  assistance  in  other  types  of  cases,  e.g,,  aged  people, 
sick  people. 

There  is  one  home  help  who  is  engaged  more  or  less  continuously  and  one 
who  gives  only  part-time  service.  The  allocation  of  the  services  of  these  women 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 

There  are  fourteen  domestic  helps,  all  of  them  on  a  part-time  basis,  although 
the  hours  worked  by  individuals  vary  between  eight  and  forty  per  week.  The 
services  of  these  people  are  directed  by  a  member  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff. 

Charges  are  made  on  an  income  basis. 


PART  II. 

Description  of  the  Service  which  will  operate  on  the  appointed  day. 
General  Administrative  arrangements. 

I.  It  is  proposed  to  merge  the  Home  Helps  and  Domestic  Helps  into  a 
common  service.  This  will  probably  take  place  when  the  member  of  the  Health 
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Visiting  staff  referred  to  in  Part  I  retires  early  in  1948.  It  is  anticipated  that  she 
will  be  replaced  by  a  whole-time  organiser  as  suggested  in  paragraph  53  of  Circular 
118/47. 

The  Council  have  noted  the  proposed  scheme  of  training  mentioned  in  para¬ 
graph  55  of  the  Circular  and  will  be  willing  to  avail  themselves  of  such  a  scheme. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  transport  for  such  an  organiser. 

The  number  of  domestic  helps  to  be  employed  depends  more  on  the  supply 
than  the  demand.  It  is  hoped  that  the  number  in  operation  at  the  appointed  day 
will  not  be  less  than  that  applicable  at  the  moment. 

2.  Rural  parts  of  the  area.— Does  not  apply  to  Preston. 

3.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  any  standing  joint  arrangements 
with  other  Health  Authorities. 


PART  III. 

Development  Plan. 

So  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  development  will  consist  of  the  recruitment  of 
additional  staff  of  suitable  domestic  helps  if  and  when  they  become  available.

Proposals.  PART  11. 

(A).  General. 

I.  (i)  A  mental  health  sub-committee  will  be  appointed  as  indicated  in 
paragraph  4  of  Circular  100/47. 

(ii)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  the  chief  executive  officer  and 
will  be  responsible  for  the  general  organisation  and  control  of  the  service. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  also  be  responsible  for  the  general  medical 
direction  of  the  service,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  he  will  be  assisted  by  specialist (s) 
to  be  appointed  after  consultation  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


(B).  Medical. 

2.  It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  services  of  a  medical  specialist  in  mental  illness,  and  also  in  mental 
deficiency,  who  will  carry  out  duties  as  indicated  in  paragraph  8  of  the  Circular. 
If  possible,  it  is  intended  to  make  arrangements  for  the  services  of  a  different 
specialist  in  these  two  branches. 
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It  is  also  hoped  to  use  the  services  of  such  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers 
as  have  special  experience  in  Mental  Deficiency  for  such  work  as  may  not  require 
the  services  of  a  specialist.  At  the  moment  there  are  three  such  officers  (including 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health). 

(C) .  Non-Medical. 

3.  It  is  hoped  to  appoint  a  maximum  of  three  whole-time  mental  health 
workers  (at  least  one  of  whom  will  be  a  woman)  to  undertake,  under  medical 
direction,  the  duties  outlined  in  paragraphs  3  and  6  (b)  of  Circular  100/47.  As  soon 
as  practicable  this  number  will  include  an  experienced  non-medical  mental  health 
officer  to  co-ordinate  the  mental  health  case-work  in  the  area.  Duly  Authorised 
Officers,  to  whom  mental  deficiency  work  and  other  mental  health  work  is  dele¬ 
gated,  will  be  given  training  in  duties  that  are  new  to  them.  It  is  hoped  to  make 
arrangements  whereby  off-duty  relief  may  be  given  to  these  officers  by 
arrangement  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  If  necessary,  it  is  proposed  to 
appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  other  members  of  the  Council's  staff  to  provide 
adequate  cover  for  off-duty  periods. 

The  Council  are  prepared  to  consult  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  order 
that  there  may  be  close  liaison  between  these  workers  and  the  mental  health  clinics 
with  a  possibility  of  joint  use  of  their  services.  An  adequate  number  of  clerical 
staff  will  be  employed. 

4.  (i)  It  is  proposed  to  appoint  two  or  more  duly  authorised  officers  as 
outlined  above.  It  is  intended  if  necessary  to  arrange  a  special  course  of  instruction 
for  these  Officers  before  they  assume  their  duties.  Mention  has  already  been  made 
in  3  above  of  the  arrangements  for  off-duty  relief. 

(ii)  The  above  officers  will  probably  operate  from  the  offices  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Municipal  Building,  Preston. 

5.  (i)  Home  training  of  mental  defectives  unable  to  attend  Centres  may  be 
undertaken  by  mental  health  visitors  or  by  members  of  the  Occupation  Centre 
staff. 

(ii)  It  is  proposed  to  take  over  the  administration  of  the  present  Occupa¬ 
tion  Centre  at  Eldon  Street,  Preston,  and  to  make  the  accommodation  available 
for  the  surrounding  area  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  should  that  body  require 
it,  until  such  time  as  other  Centres  are  erected  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  present  Occupation  Centre  has  a  teaching  staff  of  two. 

(D) .  Ambulance  Service. 

6.  Discussion  has  taken  place  with  the  authorities  of  a  near-by  mental 
hospital  and  the  Council  are  advised  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  utilise  the  ambul¬ 
ance  service  of  the  hospital  for  the  removal  of  patients. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  to  utilise  units  of  the  Council's  own  ambulance  service 
for  this  purpose.
